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WEEK BY WEEK. 


THE return to Parliament of Sir STUART SAMUEL will, especially 


upon personal grounds, be generally received with 
Whitechapel. satisfaction by the community. No one, however, 
can pretend to be pleased that, for probably the first 
time in Anglo-Jewish annals, a Parliamentary election has been largely 
dominated by the allegation of anti-Semitism. It was Sir STUART 
SAMUEL who introduced the subject at the outset of the Whitechapel 
fight, and the Liberal organs have, with perhaps natural zeal, seized 
with avidity an opportunity of attaching the large Jewish vote in the 
constituency to their colours. But we do not believe that Sir STUART'S 
assumption that the agitation which unseated him was anti-Semitic 
was well based. The utmost justification that existed for it was the 
reflection of the despoiled “silver ring ’’ that the firm who had 
helped to checkmate them in a business deal was Jewish. But this 
was hardly solid ground enough upon which to build up a charge of 
anti-Semitism. 
Our own support of Sir STUART had quite a different reason—the 
belief that it was necessary that a Jew who was ready to take up 
Jewish questions at Westminster should be returned to Parliament, 
and that Sir STUART SAMUEL bad given proof in the past that he 
was the man for such a task. Whitechapel, with its large Jewish 
electorate, was, too, the proper place to return him. It is for these 
public reasons alone that we are concerned in Sir STUART'S victory. 
We hope, however, that he will in the future take an even higher view of 
the mission thus specially entrusted to him as a Jewish M.P. than he 
has in the past. There has been more than one occasion of great 
importance when our Jewish Members of Parliament, and Sir STUART 
among them, have not acted as they should and could have done in 
the best interests of their people, to whom they owe a duty apart 
altogether from the nature of the constituency which returns them. 


— 


It is refreshing to see that the Jewish Socialist member of the 
Reichstag, EDUARD BERNSTEIN, spoke out boldly 
and bluntly during the Foreign Office debate in the 
Reichstag on the subject of the Rumanian Jews. 
The German Parliament is not, perhaps, an ideal 
foram for the ventilation of Jewish grievances. The atmospliere 


of the English House of Commons would be far more kindly and 
congenial for such a purpose. Yet it is many a long day since a word 
was heard at Westminster about the Jewish subjects of KING 
CHARLES. Indeed, grievances which come even nearer home to 
our community have never been discussed in Parliament. This 
is our complaint against our Jewish M P.’s. Take, for instance, the 
Passports Question. What more suitable subject could there be to 
raise on the Foreign Office vote?’ But upon this and similar matters 
our Jewish members are dumb, as though some natural or political 
law required them to slough their Jewish skins as soon as they pass 
the portals of Parliament. The example set by Herr BERNSTEIN is 
eminently worthy of imitation, and we trust sincerely that it will not 
be lost upon Jewish politicians in England and elsewhere. 


THE local authorities at Croydon have, with a consideration for 
which full credit is due, exempted Shechita 
from the new regulations which impose the 
necessity of stunning before slaughter, though 
the qualification as to unnecessary suffering '’ would seem to warrant g 
careful eye being kept upon the matter by the Jewish authorities. 
Elsewhere, however, the agitation against the Jewish system of 
slaughter proceeds with customary energy. In our news columns we 
report a debate which gave unmistakable evidence of the pre- 
conceived prejudice against Jews which has been so evident 
in the course of this movement. Candidly, we are not a 
little tired of all these speeches which are so full of con- 
sideration for beasts that they can do no justice to man. It is as 
well to tell these agitators, as was plainly told some of them in the 
course of the debate referred to, that while they think they are engaged 
in a great humanitarian crusade in attacking shechita, they are really 
only keeping alive a wicked and hoary superstition—a prejudice which 
the ancients and the mediwvals, as well, alas! as moderns, have alike 
used as a weapon against Jews. 


Jewish M P.'s 
Note. 


The Scarlet Thread. 


The prejudice is summed up in the single word “blood,” and it 
accounts at one and the same time for the fury with which the 
crucifixion has been laid at the Jewish door, for the malignity 
with which the ritual murder legend has been kept alive, and 
for the persistence with which the anti-shechita propaganda is pur- 
sued. In one case it is “divine’’ blood which is praased into the service; 
in the second, the blood of human beings, and ic the third, tae blood of 
the beast creation. But in all cases it is the same scarlet thread,” 
drawn with fiendish pertinacity through ths web of Jewish history. 
There is nothing noble and lofty in continuing such a process, much as 
our present assailants may plume themselves upon their humani- 
tarianism. But there is something absurdly inappropriate in the anti- 
Shechita agitation, for a horror of cruelty to man and brute alike has 
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been the hall-mark of the Jewish character, as evidenced by Jewish 
law and Jewish tradition, throughout the ages. So far as Jews are con- 
cerned, therefore, homilies directed to them on humanitarianism are a 


wanton waste of good doctrine, and if not the result of ignorance are 


mere malicious impertinence. When it comes to kicdness to animals 
the Jew can claim tribute from all the world. 


THE present Board of Deputies has met for the last time, and the 


community will shortly be called upon to replace it 
by a new Board. We hope that before election- 
day comes round there will be a little earnest reflection 
upon the event, with a view to securing the removal of some of those 
defects of the Board which have been so lavishly discussed during the 
past three years. It appears to us that the root of the evil of the present 
system is that little interest is taken in the Board by the general 
public, and if we trace the trouble further back we shall find its cause 


probably in the manner in which the elections of the Deputies are held. 
They are usually, especially in the case of the “ United” Synagogues 
in London, an absolutely informal affair. The proceedings are scampered 
through rapidly, so as not to be late for the Sunday luncheon—an 
incident which fiods itself reflected at the annual meeting of the Board, 
when the dalegates hurry home in time for tea. There are no serious 
references to the work of the Board, no declarations of views by 
the candidates, and only rarely is there any serious contest. 


The Deputies. 


Thus the Board, born in apathy, lives its life apart from the public 
thought. What is urgently necessary, therefore, is in the first place 
that wherever possib'e there should bea contest for the position of 


Deputy.” The postis an honourable one, and will become even more 
responsible in future. It is good erough to be worth fighting for by 
Jews of spirit and ability. Then there should be a clear pledge on the 
part of candidates to attend regularly and take their work seriously. 
Members who are rarely seen in the Council Chamber are worse than 
useless—they give the Boa:d a dangerous air of make-believe. Next 
the great, and, in some instances, grave problems which confront the 
Board, and the manner in which they ought to be handled, ought to be 
adequately discussed at theelections. The synagogues should thus give 
a lead to their Deputies and the Board asa whole. Finally, it should be 
insisted upon that the Deputy who is elected should give a periodical 
‘account of bis stewardship. Wethrow out these few suggestions in 
the hcepe that the various synagogues may take them up, or others 
which may commend themselves to seatholders. It cannot be too 
clearly remembered that the Board takes its origin in these synagogues. 
If the electorate is dead the thing of its choice cannot live. 


AT the moment of, writing the Marconi enquiry continues to drag 

its weary length along. With such a lavish bespattering 

Mr Belloc’s in all directions, as has been its outcome, Jews must, of 
Plea. course, expect to be made a special mark. But the 
evidence of Mr. GRANVILLE, last week, with its allega- 
tion of an organised anti-Jewish conspiracy, carries the situation to a 
point at which one is inclined to pause and reflect. Fortunately, Mr. 
GRANVILLE’S allegations had been pointedly contradicted by Mr 
HILAIRE BELLOC, one of the writers whom he specifically asscc'ated 
with the plot. But it will be noticed that even Mr. BELLOC admits a 


qualified anti-Semitism—a dislike for those Jews who engage in what 
is styled cosmopulitan finance.” 


Now we have listened ad nauseam, to this phrase of “ cosmopolitan 
finance,” but to this day we have never grasped its relevancy. What 
we have to say to Mr. BELLOC, and all those who repeat the same 
parrot cry, is, let them come out and explain clearly exactly what they 
mean. What is cosmopolitan finance, in what way dces it menace the 
world, tnd why should Jews be constantly singled out as the head and 
front of the menace? Of all the enemies which an individual or a 
race has to meet, there is none so insidious as a vague and malicious 
pbrase. Moreover, we would remind Mr. BELLOC that though he may 
aim at Jewish financiers, it may be the Jewish pedlar who will be hit. 
Peoples are not built in water-tight compartments—at all events Jewry 
never has been and is assuredly not so to-day. 


THIS is the ery of a new movement which promises a rich 
harvest of good to the community. It has its 

“Back to the origin in Stepney, and in the mind of the Jewish 
ynagogue.” Minister who has spent a lifein that district. Its 
motive purpose is to bring the Jews of Stepney— 
and in particular the young Jews —into relation once more with 
the fount of Jewish life: the synagogue. To that end a great cam. 
paign of home visiting was initiated. Inthe first three months— 
according to the stirring address delivered at the East London Syna- 
gogue by the Rev. Louis MorRIs last Sabbath—300 homes were 
visited, two-thirds of which had never before been entered by any 
spiritual teacher. Since January, personal contact has been established 
with over 600 Jewish children, to say nothing of adults. These it is 
hoped to attach to some Jewish centre, whether religion class, guild, or 


club; and then the centres will be linked up with the synagogue. 


Thus will a healthy Jewry be built up “with the Synagogue as the 
centre towards which all our energies will tend to converge. 


It is a project upon which the Rey. Mr. STERN is warmly to be 
congratulated. The scheme has gone, with clear insight, to the heart 
of the Jewish problem as it confronts usin these great western cities. 
The synagogue is the one safe anchorage of the Jew. To that he must 
return. As Mentor” well put it last week, the synagogue, and al! 
that it connotes, is the one force that can be relied upon to counteract 
the centrifugal tendencies amidst which Jewish life outside the Ghetto 
is lived. The recognition of this vital fact is the sterling merit of the 
East London movement; and we hope that the lead thus given will be 
followed far and wide by Jews throughout the country.

“ ANTI-SEMITISM.” 


PLAYING WITH FIRE. 


By MENTOR. 


HAT the grim spectre of anti-Semitism wil! raise its loathsome head in 
this fair country is a possibility few of us care to contemplate. We 
Jews, who are citizens of this great Hmpire, love it and respect its 
immense prestige among the nations of the world. For we know that 

this was gained not so much by the prowess of armies or the might of battle so 
surely as by the overwhelming strength of justice and humanity to all the 
country’s indwellers. This land, soiled by the infamy of anti-Semitism, 
would be a sign of decadence in [nglish life, a sign that England had been 
eized by the demon of chauvinism, that the soul of her had become belittled. 
tace hatred in any form must mean serious detriment for the people who 
indulge it. When race hatred is accentuated by religious antipathy, then 
mora! ruin and spiritual damnation are certain to accrue to those who nourish 
it. That at base anti-Semitism, built as it is upon mere froth of unreasoning 
distike and senseless antipathy is a purulent creed, leading its adherents into the 
noisome and deathly paths of tergiversated morality, those who come within 
its ambit seldom realise until too late. It seems strange that even the sugges- 
tion should be made of the possibility of a growth of anti-Semitism upon the 
hard, honest, practical soil of England. 


Yet, within the last few months, what hare appeared to some to be 
ominous signs have not been absent. When others of us have spurned the 
lea that there has been any indication of anti-Semitism, we have been 
told that something which, if not. anti-Semitism itself, looks as like it as ig 


it were its twin brother has recently been manifest. It were well that the 
exact meaning of anti-Semitism should be clearly understood. Many are in 
the habit of employing the term generically. It should be applied specitically. 
enunciation of any course of conduct pursued by a Jew, even though the 
denunciation be embittered because he is a Jew, cannot rightly be denomi- 
nated anti-Semitism. To judge from communications which reach me con.. 
stantly, day by day, it would seem that some of our people are under the 
impression that Jews, because they are Jews, must be allowed to do every 
thing with impunity. They seem to imagine that condemnation of their 
actions must not be made, because such condemnation must be necessarily 
anti-Semitic. Indeed, more than one correspondent has more than once accused 
the present writer of being anti-Semitic, because he has ventured occasionally 
to tell his people something of their shortcomings. Because regret was expressed 
in this column at the course of conduct pursued by Sir Rufus Isaacs in respect 
to his dealing with Marconi shares, what was said has been called “ anti- 
Semitic,” or at least as giving food to anti-Semitism. ~ You ought not to 
condemn Sir Rufus Isaacs,” writes one of my correspondents, “ because he 
is @ Jew, and anti-Semites will use your condemnation for their purposes.” 
lt is easy to see where this argument will lead us. It means that where 
we honestly believe that a Jew in a prominent position has been negligent of 
the responsibilities of that position, we as Jews have no right to complain. 
Where, for instance, the love of gambling is so large, that a man occupying 
a foremost post in the. Government of the country cannot restrain his 
desire “to have a flutter’ on the Stock Exchange, and thereby sets the bal! 
rolling of rumours and insinuations, scandal, malignancies, and vituperation, 
we must be dumb and say not a word, because the person happens to 
be a Jew. At this rate, there would be an end to all criticism and 
thus an end to all restraint which criticism imposes. Anti-Semitism is not .a 
inere condemnation of the Jew when he does that which is condemnable. It 
is the hateful, abominable, creed which teaches that Jews and Judaism by their 
very nature are necessarily condemnable. 


That is the teaching of anti-Semitism as formulated on the Continent of 
Europe. It is the teaching which is to be found as a creed in Germany, of 
which Houston Chamberlain is a prophet and his bulky volumes “ The 
Foundations of the Nineteenth Century,” the gospel. It is the creed which was 
fanned into flame during the Dreyfus agitation in France. It is the creed 
held by the Bureaucratic officials in Russia, and, if not held as a creed, 
indulged in as a sentiment by freedom-loving Americans who boycott Jews. 
lt is the creed which teaches that the “ culture” of Jews, their aspirations, 
their lives, their thoughts, their hopes, all that concerns them, are evil. It is 
the creed which teaches that Jews and Judaism are a canker in the State, a 
parasitic growth that must be removed at all costs. It is the creed which 
teaches that they are bad citizens, whether they be poor or rich, that they 
have a superabundance of vices anda minimum of virtues; that they are a 
drag upon the body politic. It is a creed which teaches that Jews cannot be 
patriots; that they have no love of anything higher than their own material 
surroundings. Above all it is a creed that teaches that all this noxious spirit 
is derived from and fostered by the traditional teachings of Judaism. That 
this by no means exhausts the infamous articles of faith of anti-Semitism 
goes to prove only the fathomless depths of its wickedness, the infiniteness of 
its ignorance and its stupidity. 


‘Of anti-Semitism in this sense it is difficult to find much more shan a 
mere trace in this country. It is pretty certain that if England were polled, 
women too being allowed the vote, from end to end, there would be a unanimous 
voice decrying and denouncing the hateful creed. When, therefore, the mere 


condemnation of individual Jews for any given course of action they may have 
taken is loosely called anti-Semitism, it is easy to see to what an extent the 
word is empioyed far away from ite real meaning and import. As these 
lines are being written the Whitechapel Election is in full swing. Sir Stuart 


Samuel started his campaign by pleading that anti-Semitism had been the 
reason for the hubbub which had occurred in Parliament concerning the 
Silver purchases, and through which in consequence he had had to seek 
re-election. The other day, the late Editor of a paper which has shown 
virulence towards certain Jews in particular, and to Jews in general, declared 
that there was in connection with the paper a conspiracy being hatched 
against our people. He was quickly contradicted by Mr. Hilaire Belloc, who 
denied that he subscribed in the remotest to the anti-semitic creed. Between 
the Marconi agitation and the Silver agitation, there is a wide difference. In 
both instances the attacks were directed against the Jews. It seems probable. 
however, that in the case of the Silver Contract the fact of Messrs. Samuel 
Montagu and Co. being Jews was not the cause of the agitation. The fact 
that they were Jews only lent zest to the complaint that was made in respect 
to the Contract. 


In the Marconi matter, on the other hand, the charge that was made 
appears to have been based upon a pre-conceived prejudice against Jews. There 
seems to have been a pre-conceived idea that because one way and 
another the names of Jews in their official capacity were involved in 


the Marconi Contract, there had necessarily been corruption; because 
Jews were there, there had, as a matter of course, been a throwing 
over of the interests of State in deference to personal advantage. 
There has been sufficient evidence brought before the Committee to 
show the groundlessness of the suspicion and the wickedness of the charge that 
was made. The worst that can be said about Sir-Rufus Isaacs is that, holding 
as he did, the high office of Attorney-General, he did something inconsistent 
with the dignity of that office when he gambied in Marconis. Not a word 
has been said worth listening to which would attach to Sir Rufus Isaacs anytiing 
for which he might be condemned, even upon the narrowest grounds of fidelity, 
morality, or honour. To conclude that Sir Rufus gambled is not to condemn 
him from any such point of view. (Gambling—or rather the sort that is 
allowed by law—however foolish and dangerous, is not per s¢ a crime so long 
as the gambler is able to pay for his amusement—and does. Had Sir lafus 
been a private and not a public man, to complain of what he did would be 
impertinence, If the Lord Mayor of London took to turning somersaults 
outside the Mansion House, he would not be contributing to the dignity of his 
high office. Indeed, it would be almost impossible for him to play such antics 
did he not first become oblivious of the fact that he was Chief Magistrate of 
the City. It is something like this offence which Sir Rufas committed when, 
occupying the high office of Attorney-General, he went scrambling amid the 
bulls and bears of the Stock Exchange. Perhaps Messrs. Samuel Montaga 
and Co. would have been wiser and would have consulted the niceties or the 
appearances a little more narrowly had they refused a contract with the 
Government to which they were so nearly related twice over. That they 
rendered a great and important service to the State as well as 
material gain to themselves by undertaking the contract has 
not, they can now sec, shielded them from every malignant tongue 
that could find the energy to wag. Just this lack of appreciation of the exact 
niceties of the situation was as absent in them as it was absent from Sir 
Rufus Isaacs. We must not complain if this lack of appreciation of the 
exact nuances of public life andconduct being charged against Jews when forthe 
first time they have entered the Cabinet, and against their relatives, the omission 
is regarded as a Jewish fault common to Jews. But between this and holding 
the creed of anti-Semitism there is a territory of prejudice as wide as the 
poles asunder. We Jews should be careful to discriminate. We must not be 
led into calling anti-Semitism what is not anti-Semitism. The fable of the boy 
who called “ Wolf!’ *’ Wolf!" needs to be re-read by some of us. Playing 
with fire may be disastrous ; it is always a childish occupation. 


None the less, it is abundantly necessary to be on our guard. A spark un- 
heeded can develop into a furious contlagration. Many a man has gone to his 
grave by disregarding as inconsiderable what appeared to be a trifling hurt. A 
little wound frequently proves a ready receptacle for malignant germs. Care that 
the demon of anti-Semitism arises not in this fair land behoves both Jews and 
non-Jews who care an iota for England. It is doubtful whether an anti- 
Semitic agitation, resulting in a wave of anti-Semitism, does not damage the 
non-Jews of the country which indulges it much more than it does the 
Jews against whom it is specially directed. Obligation thus rests upon Jews 
to do nothing, especially in public life, which is likely to bring condemnation 
upon them as individuals. It is.so easy for the condemnation to spread to the 
community of which they form a part. Equally is there obligation on the 
part of non-Jews to be careful lest they indulge and encourage the innate 
prejudice against Jews or arouse in others antipathy that is so easily educed 
when Jews are in question. They may rouse the destroying l'rankenstein of 
anti-Semitism without the remotest intention of committing the resultant evil. 


The events of the last few months, although they have not in the least 
shown that anti-Semitism as a creed has any footing in this country, have 
proved the potentialities of arousing and fostering the hateful thing even in 
England. It is a lesson that should be pondered over by Jews—-ani not less 


by English men and women who are not Jews.

THE ALLEGED “ANTI-JEWISH CONSPIRACY.” 


MR. HILAIRE BELLOC’S EXPLANATION. 


Mr. HILAIRE BELO, ealled before the Marconi Committee of the House 
of Commons on Thursday last, asked if he might read a statement which he had 
prepared before he answered any particular point, and this being allowed, he pro- 
ceeded to say that about the middle of June last be gave up responsibility in the 
direction of the Eve | itness, but bis name was associated with Mr. Chesterton's 
in an effort which he thonght he had enccesefully conducted. The point upon 
which that effort turned was thie: One Minister of the Crown, the Postmaster. 
General, gave to the brother of another Minister, the Attorney-General, or rather 
promised him certain public advantages, including either the payment of public 
money or the eqivalent thereof, which promise, if carried ont, would have multi- 
plied shares that were worth l/s. at the beginning of the negotiation by about 
seven, making them worth about £5. He maintaiced that a multiple of that sort 
was too large, and that when a public contract increased the wealth of private 
citizens in that fashion it was a very dangerous precedent. That was the gravamen 
of the charges which bad been made. In common ‘‘ with most educated men”’ 
and most men who meet other men he heard rumours onevery side. He heard, on 
autbority, which eeemed to him sufficient, one definite statement that a man in a 
public position, whose name was not given to him, had through his inside know- 
ledge been able to multiply by three an investment made in Marconis. He 
ueed that in an article which bad nothing to do with the Marconi business to illus. 
trate what this Marconi case had proved to be true, that men in important positions 
in the wealtbier claes of society were able to increase their wealth perpetually, 
while the smal! investor was heavily bandicapped. 


A DISCLAIMER OF ANTI-SEMITISM, 


Proceeding to refer to the evidence given by Mr. Granville on the previous 
day, Mr. Belloc said that Mr. Granville had stated that the Eye |Vi/ness was handed 
over to him as editor. When the witness gave up the Kye Witness Mr. Cecil 
Chesterton had been responsible since he (the witness) left and was responsible 
at present. As regards Mr. Granville's assertion that there was established in the 
paper a note of antipathy to the Jewish race, it so happened that two of the 
principals criticised were of Jewish nationvality—Sir liafus Isaacs and Mr. Herbert 
Samuel. There was also the Chancellor of the I: xchequer, but anyone less Jewish 
than the Chancellor he could not conceive. (Laughter). 

‘‘In my own case,” proceeded Mr. Belloc, “it was honest indignation and the 
earnest desire to criticise thoroughly —I will go further, and say expose—a dangerous 
piece of public policy. If this can be proved as the result of a crazy prejadice 
such as an ill-balanced mind entertained against Jews as Jews, that trick might be 
scored in favour of what I may call the other side.” 

ENJOYS THE FRIENDSHIP OF 

“ For the protection of my own dignity and bovonur, as well as for the informa- 
tion of the Committee and the public, | will at once proceed to deal with that 
falsehcod. I have enjoyed, and I hope I atill enjoy, the friendship of Jews: 
From my college days, when two of my friends at I'aliol were of that race, to th® 
present day I bave vever lost my jadgment or sense of honour and permitted 
myself to do anything unjust to a man because he was of a nationality or race 
different to myself. My life has been open. I bave written very many books and 
innumerable articles. 

“Ido feel in common with the great majority of educated men to-day that 
cosmopolitan finance is a dangerous power, particularly dangerous to the separate 
nationalities of l.urope. I recognised that the Jewish element was a large one in 
cosmopolitan finance. I will conclude by saying that in all I have written there is 
not one word—lI will not say sneer—of hatred or evil jest against that great mass 
of the Jewish race which is poor and oppressed. a the other hand, I have 
frejuently lost time and money in addressing andiences of Jews—always poor 
Jews—on what I do believe to be the great problem of the near fature, the friction 
between the Jew and the Gentile.” 


MR. LAURIE MAGNUS ON THE MARCONI ENQUIRY AND ANTI SEMITISM. 


Mr. Laurie Magnus, the Unionist candidate for North Bristol, was the 
principal speaker at a masical evening held at the Stokes Croft Unionist Clab on 
Friday evening last. in the course of his speech, Mr. Magnus referred to the 
Marconi en«uiry and said the more one read of the proceedings the greater distaste 
one really got for the whole association in connection with the Marconi contract 
and the Marconi Company in this country. What a carious and uaprepossessing 
crew the whole lot of them were.

The Whitechapel By-Election. 


SIR STUART SAMUEL RETURNED. 


Polling for the by-election in the Whitechapel Division of the Tower Hamlets, 
consequent apon the unseating of Sir Stuart Samuel because he was a partner in 
a firm which made financial contracts with the Secretary for India, was held on 


Wednesiay. In the result Sir Stuart has been re-elected. 

The figures announced shortly after nine o'clock, were as follows :— 
Sir Stuart Samuel (L.) 1,722 
Captain Monteagle Browne (U.) .. 1,556 

Majority for Samuel wi 166 


The polling showed a decrease in Sir Stuart’s majority of 474, which way» 
accounted for by the facts that he had nine less supporters than at the last 
Election (December, 1910), and his opponent had 365 more than on that occasion 


Sir STUART SAMUEL made the following statement on his victory after the 
declaration of the poll :— 

I won because both Tory and Liberal thought I had been very hardly treated, a»! 
many who did not vote for me before voted on the present occasion. I was very heavi!\ 
handicapped owing to the fact that out of the nine days available for the election «|: 
were either Jewish feasts or the Sabbath. I had great influences brought to bear agains 
me, especialy the Church. Whereas I have never opposed the Charch, the whole 
organisation of the Charch was against me. The woman suffrage question played no 
part in the contest. 


In the course of some observations after the poll had been declared, Capt. 
Monteagle Browne said that he had reduced Sir Stuart’s majority despite “ the 
uojast anti-Semitic cry.” “The bogey of anti-Semitism,” he added, “ had been 
the party cry of his opponents from first to last.” 


DOWN WHITECHAPEL WAY. 


SOME ELECTIONEERING HUMOURS. 
[By a Correspondent.] 


On the eve of the poll I went down to Whitechapel to see how my brethren 
were skipping from the last Matzo into the last election meetiog. Arriving at 
nine o'clock in the evening in Aldgate, I found the whole of Whitechapel—long 
bearded synagogue-goers with their elderly ladies, young folk, grandmothers, and 
shouting boys—-walking along the Whitechapel load, listening to the speeches, pro 
and con., which were held at every corner. The chief attraction on that evening 
was not Chometz bat the public speakers, and the conversation of groups of people 
on the possible issue of the poll. I met old friends in the street who on an ordi: 
nary last day of Passover would be counting the minutes and looking at the stars 
tosee whether the Chometz moment hadalready arrived. Bat on that evening all their 
appetite for Chometz had gone. Instead of thinking of bread they thoaght only of 
the fate of Sir Staart Samael and Captain Browne. The atm sphere of White. 
chapel was full of politics. Tne words Free Trade, Tariff Reform, Silver for 
India, anti-Semitic Piot, Insurance Act, and ‘Women Saffrage were in every moutb. 
In order to learn the true opinion of our real “ Whitechapelers” on the issues at 
stake, I decided to interview personally some of my friends—the tobacconist, the 
old Jewish caretaker of the Talmad Torah, an old grandmother, an orange dealer 
in Brick Lane, and the Beadle of the Synagogue. 

My tobacconist, who passes far and near as a real “chochom”™ because he 
succeeded in returning from South Africa with the same hat after a three years’ 
stay in that country, extended me a warm welcome when I entered his sliop. He 
met me with the qaestion: “ Will you vote for Samuel or Browne?” Instead of 
answering him, I a-ked him what he was going to do ? 

**I shall aot vote at all,” be exclaimed. ‘‘I do not want to give Koved to 
either of them. Do they give Koved to me? And what is the good of votiog? If 
I do not vote I remain a tobacconist, aod if I do vote | still remain a tobacconist. 
And then, believe me, they are both Leshoim, he continued, referring to the 
candidates. The one is no better than the other. What they want is Aoved, and 
nothing else. No, I shall not vote at at all. I[tisa mitzvah to give bread to a 
poor man, bat I do not see any mifzvah in giving Koved to a man because he 
is a millionaire. No, I shall not vote.” 

Having become acquainted with the opinion of my friend, I wanted to go, but 

before I shook bands with him | asked: ‘‘Is it not a pity for you to waste 
your vote?” Don’t talk nonsense’” he exclaimed. I don’t waste anything.” 
‘** Bat your vote’ ‘* I haven't got no vote,” he assured me, with more regard to 
emphasis than English. : 
@ The old Jewish caretaker told me, in the course of my talk with him, | do 
not vote at all because I love peace. If I vote for Reb Samuel Mr. Browne will be 
angry, and vice versa. And Ido not like quarrelling with people. In my native 
town, in Pilvishok, I also used to abstain myself from voting for one or the other 
Gabbai because I like peace.” When I told him that everybody in this country 
went to the poll, he answered me with supreme disdain: “And if everybody is 
meshuggah must I also be meshugqah—and, besides, you know—in order to vote 
you must bave a passport, and, unfortunately, I baven’t. ~~ 

An old grandmother told that she would be delighted to give her vote for 
Sir Stuart Samuel because he was a pious Jew, and becauss his election 
would mean the defeat of the Reshoim, who have introduced the Aliens 
Bill. “ You have no idea what I euffer from that gezerah,” she exclaimed. 
“Two years ago [ sent my danghter a ticket and moaey to come over to 
England. She came by ship to Loudon, and—imaginae my tzores—she was not 
allowed to land. My only daughter was not allowed to land. Think only, my 
daughter, she is still in Rassia. [| cannot live with her together because the 
Reshoim bave introduced the cursed Aliens Bill. Revenge! Revenge! ” she 
exclaimed. 

The orange dealer in Brick Lane who sells five oranges for a penny told me 
that he was delighted with polling day. ‘There is traffic, the streets are fall of men 
and women, and business is flourishing, “I pray to the Almighty God that he 
may send us an election every day,” he said. “I would sell oranges—three, and 
even two for a penny—like Mazzos on erev-Pesach.” He farther told me that he 
was a Conservative, because Socialism and Atheism were spreading in the country, 
and the Liberal Government were too weak to stop those destructive movements. 
And then the Conservatives were fetching the voters in nice cars—simply a pleasure 
to sitin. “ But,” be added ruefully, “I am not allowed to vote, I don’t know 
why, for I pay my rent like others, and I have never been in prison. J suppose,” 
he continued, ruminating, “drunkards and ruffians may vote, and I, an honest 
Jew, I am not allowed to vote. I tell you: The world is fall of Rishus!” ;

The letter to Mr. Smith concerning his speech at Lowestoft, which we 
published in our issue of January 3rd, was as follows :— 
2ith December, 1912. 

Dear Mr. Switn,-—1 see that in the Times of yesterday (23rd inst.) you are 
reported at the Lowestoft Hippodrome to have said that: “If it were trne that we were 
the only sane country in this matter (of Tariff Reform), would they not expect to find 
that the flower of the working classes in every part of the world would flock to us’ Polish 
Jews and anarchists came, but the larger number of the flower of our population were 
leaving us every year, as though we had the plagne. 

The object of this letter is not to question your doctrines of Tariff Reform, nor the 
economic soundness of your argnment as to emigration being necessarily an indication 
of bad trade or a result of Free Trade, as it ic called. 

My purpose is to ask you what justification you have for linking Polish Jews, or 
Jews of any kind, with anarchista. It may be true, for anght I know to the contrary, 
that there are some Jews who are Anarchists and doubtless some Poli*h Jews who 
are anarchists. Kut to give the impression (as your words so clearly must) that Polish 
Jews and anarchists are interchangeable terms, is a foul libel which anvone far less con 
versant with the facts than yourself ought to have been ashamed to utter. 

Yon belong to one of the highest and finest professions. Yet there have been men 
of your profession that have disgraced it and proved themselves to be blackguards of a 
very deep type. How would you have liked it if, when I had the pleasure of speaking on 
th same platform with you a year or two ago at Liverpool, I had referred to you as @ 
gentleman who belonged to a profession of lawyers and blackgnards 

Frankly, I think yon owe an apology to Jews for your words—if you were correctly 
reported. If the Times has misreported you, yon ought to let Jews know by taking 
immediate steps for repudiating what is alleged abont you. If they have not misreported 
you. then I am certain you will know the right course that should be taken by you asa 
gentleman. 

It will be seen that the terms of the letter can have left Mr. Smith in no 
doubt as to the grave insult which he had inflicted by his words at Lowestoft upon 


the Jewish people, nor of the exact matter upon which he was challenged at 
Whitechapel.

The “Jewish Vote"’ Again.

SiR,—It is so seldom that’I write im the corre- 
spondence columns of the Prees, that I appeal with 
some confidence to your hospitality on a subject on 
which I feel very strongly. Sir Stoart Samuel, in 
seeking re-election in Whitechapel, is alleged, in some 
newspapers, to have declared that the contest has 
been forced on him as a result of anti-Semitism. 
This statement is, in my opinion, palpably and 
demcnstrably, though, of course, not ioten- 
tionally, false, and if it, in fact, came from Bir 
Stuart it is calculated to do a great deal of injary to 
the Jews of this country. So serious is this allega- 
tion, that I shall try to ehow yon, firstly, that it is 
not true, and, secondly, that its publication is both 
harmful and dangerous, while, in the third place, I 
shall endeavour to draw a useful moral from the 
position it bas created. 

That there bas been no personal attack on Sir 
Stuart Samnel it is hardly necessary to say. The 
report of the Juiicial Committee, the speeches of 
Captain Browne and bis supporters, even the street-

To assert that Polish 
Jews were anarchists is marvellously like asserting that Russian Jews 
are anarchists, and it is. to be a-sumed that Mr. Smith does not speak without 
thinking. Neither can we refrain from calling attention to the different strain in 
which Mr. Smith speaks of our people when he is attempting to woo votes from 
Jews in Whitechapel and when he is speaking in Lowestoft, where few, if any, of 
our ps0ple are on the register. It isto be deplored that a man of Mr. F. E. Smith's 
brijliant ability should lend his undoubted powers to the disingenuousness in which 
he appears to have indulged in Whitechapel. 


all attest the unsaullied honour of this distinguished 
Jewish politician. Even so, had Sir Stuart been 
unique io bis misfortune, some colour might have 
been lent to his statement. Fortunately, however, 
within the last ten years there has been an exact 
precedent to this election. In February, 1904, the Hon. Vicary Gibbs, Uoionist 
Member for the St. Albans Division of Hertfordshire, a banker like Sir Stuart, 
lost bis seat for identical reasons. His firm had made a contract with the Unionist 
Government of the day. His honour was also unsallied. A bye-election ensued 
and the seat was contested by aa official Liberal candidate, Sir John Bamford 
Siack, who defeated him bya narrow majority of 152. The Liberty Party on that 
occasion pursued exactly the same course as that adopted by the Conservative 
Party to-day. 

Now, Sir, I have a goodly number of friends and acquaintances among the 
non-Jewish Uaionist members of Parliament, and I say without the slightest 
hesitation that there is no racial bias whatsoever in the House to-day on either 
side. There is no anti-Jewish feeling. Jews and Gentiles work together on the 
same footing. Sir Stuart Samael has, of course, far better sources of knowledge 
on this qaestion than I, and I do not believe he would dispute my statement for a 
moment. Bat I have personal experience on the Loodon County Council, a body 
where Party Politics are sadly dominant and where I have never concealed either 
my own Judaism or my own special interest ia Jewish qaestions. I say from first 
hand positive knowledge that there is not the faintest shadow of a siogle particle 
of race prejudice on the London County Council. I have still better experience. 
I have been intimately connected, as candidate or prospective candidate, with no 
less than three Unionist Associations, one of these in a Cathedral City, and I make 
absolutely the same unqualified statement about the local leaders and the rank 
and file in the local party organisations. Whether or not there may be in certain 
places some social prejudice against the Jew in private life we must yet thank 
heaven that this monstrous hydra of anti-Semitism does not to-day rear up its 
hideous head in English public life. . 

Now that I have shown the falsity of the allegation let me write of the injary 
which, if uncontradicted, it must inflict on English Jewry. Just as the whole 
popalation is divided fairly evenly between Unionist and Liberal, so the Jews, in 
London and elsewhere, are also divided in this way. And very properly so. If 
there are grounds for division of opinion on Tariff Reform and Imperial Prefereace, on 
Home Rule and Welsh Disestablishment, Jews must of course be divided on those

More Interpellations and More Quibbles.

When the Duma adjourned for the Christmas recess, Progressive Russia 
congratulated itself on the distinct swing of the parliamentary pendalum to the 
Left.

The Court circles and the reactionary 
salons. however, bave lost no time in remodelling the political stracture, and on 
the adjournment of the Dama for the Russian Easter the picture was totally 
different from that presented to us only afew months ago. The asual reactionary 
trump card was played, namely the existence of the Duma was announced to 
be in peril, and the timid Ovtovrists changed their tove. The anti-S+mites found 
their tongues again, and the closing scenes of the Duma at the ad) uroment for 
recess last week witoessed a fiery anti-Semitic onsiaught on the Jewish Aaha/ 
“ which dominated the fuel trusts, raised the prices of fuel, and kept Rassia at its 
mercy even in the time of war” This accusation subsequently found an echo in 
the outburst by the Novoe Vremya against the “ Anglo-Jewish” companies which 
monopolise the control of fuel in Russia.

Yet the Ministry declines to take thi® 
view, and the collection of the fines from the poorest Jewish families is proceedin 8 
in fall vigoar. According to the Governor of Courland, those poor Jews who ar 
upable to pay the fine of three handrod roubles and who even for their daily bread 
receive relief from the community mast also forfeit the little they obtain from 
this source.

THE FUTURE OF SALONIKA. 
The Chief Rabbi of Bulgaria's Views. 


(From our Correspondent. 
SALONIKA. 


Your readers may possibly be aware that Dr. Ebrenpreis, Chief Rabbi of 
Bulgaria, discussed the future of Salonika Jews under Greek domination with 4 
representative of the Paris Matin. Dr. Ehrenpreis stated that the Jews in 
Salonika, who form sixty-five per cent. of the population, regarded as intolerable 
the idea of abandoning the city to the Greeks, as 1t would injure their commercial 
and spiritual interests. ‘“ Salonika without a hinterland,” continued Dr. Ebren- 
preis, “ would lose its commercial pre-eminence. In fact, the Bulgarians, who 
are masters of the hinterland, could easily create a modern port which would draw 
towards it the whole commercial life 6f Salonika.” From the spiritual point of 
view, Dr. Ebrenpreis could not find words enough in praise of the tolerance of the 
Bulgarians in regard to religious matters, whilst, on the contrary, the Greeks were 
a source of anxiety to the Jews. Should Salonika become Greek, he believed there 
would be an exodus of our coreligionists from the city. 

These statements, it may easily be understood, osused great offence to the 
Greek authorities who attempted to refute them in a two column article in the 
Government organ, La Liberté, and in order to lend more weight and to give & 
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cachet of impartiality and truth to the refotation, the Greek authorities obtained 
counter-statements from our own Chief Rabbi, Kabbi Jacob Meir. In reply to 
interrogatories by M. Coffinas, Greek Director of Finances in Macedonia, Rabbi 
Meir said he bad read the statements of |r. Ehrenpreis with profound regret and 
declared that there was not a word of truth in them. According to the published 
report Chief Rabbi Meir is said to have followed up his remarks by some offensive 
observations concerning bis Bulgarian colleague. But according to information 
which I have obtained personally from a very reliable source, M. Coffinas, in order 
to bolster up his case, totally distorted Chief Rabbi Meir’s statements: more- 
over, all the alleged personal remarks affecting the Chief Rabbi of Bulgaria were 
never uttered. Rabbi Meir did not give « categorical denial to Dr. Ebrenpreis’s 
views, nor did be use the offensive words attributed to him. All that he ead is in 
substance as follows: “ Dr. Ehrenpreis is a well-informed man: I do not think 
therefore that he could have made such statements as were printed in the Matin. 
The Jews in Salonika are satisfied with the Greek administration and I bave 


confidence in future of the city under Greek domination as far as its economic 
development is concerned.” 


THE RUMANIAN JEWISH QUESTION IN THE REICHSTAG. 
A Conservative's Defence of Rumania. 


Daring the debate in the German Parliament on the Vote for the 
Foreign Office, the distirgnished Socialist leader, Herr Eduard Bernstein, 
called attention to the non-faifilment by the Rumanian Government of that 
portion of the Berlin Treaty which affected the Jews. “The Jewish question in 
Romania,” be said, “ has not yet been solved according to the terms of the Treaty : 
only some two bundred Jews have been naturalised. One exceptional law after 
avother has beeo devised against them, laws which are non-existent in any other 
European State.” This unvaroished statement was replied to by a Conservative 
member, Herr Oertel, editor of the Agrarian paper Deutschen Tages-Zeituing, who 
said : “ We have no grounds for interfering in the interval affairs of Rumania in 
respect to the treatment of the Jews. The only jnstification for such interference 
would be Ramapia’s trampling of the Berlin Treaty under foot. But this has not 
been the case. Formally the stipulations of the Treaty bave been complied with. 
I bold Ramanian statesmansbip in respect. This respect cannot be diminished by 
the treatment of the question. If, bowever, Rumania were actually to violate 
the Berlin Treaty, then it would be the daty of all the signatories to make a joint 

rotest.” 
hs In spite of Herr Vertel's defence of the Kumanian Government, a rumour is 
current in Jewish political circles in Berlin that the German Government bas 
recommended Ramaoia to revise its Jewieh policy in order not to justify the 
arguments of Balgaria against Ramania in the Silistria question. 


THE ISRAELITE ALLIANCE IN VIENNA. 


Fortieth Anniversary. 


The annual meeting of the I:sraelite Alliance in Vienna, which was held 
recently, was rendered unusnally interesting by the fact that it took the form of a 
celebration of the fortieth auniversary of its establishment. The close co-opera- 
tion between this society and similar organisations elsewhere in Europe and in 
America was manifested by the reading of congratulatory messages, including one 
from the Anglo-Jewish Association. Many Austrian Jewish philanthropbic bodies 
were represented at the meeting, which was presided over by Dr. Alfred Stern, 
President. The annual report gives an interesting survey of the Alliance's activi- 
ties during the past forty years. 


The German Jewish Press on the Chief Rabbi's Induction. 
[From a Correspondent. | 
BERLIN. 

The German Jewish Press publishes lengthy reports of the induction ceremony 
of the Chief Rabbi and prints also long extracts from bis inangral sermon. The 
majority of the German Jewish weeklies express their satisfaction with the end 
of the interregnum in the Chief Rabbinate and praise the inaugural sermon as being 
the utterance of a strong personality and of an enthusiasticJew. The Hamburger 
Israelitisches Familienblatt, which has the largest circulation of all Jewish weeklies 
in Germe«ny and is, therefore, the most influential Jewish paper in that Empire, 
says: “ Those who believed that lr. Hertz would not be stropg-minded enough to 
lead the great Anglo-Jewish community and to impregnate it with the 
mark of his personality have greatly underestimated bis will power and 
intellect. His first eermon bas surprised bis friends, as well as his opponents, so 
powerful wae it in its argument, so full of thought and great expressions. Dr. 
Hertz has become suddenly a popular figare in Anglo-Jewry. Even the general 
Press, including the Times, praise the sermon as a remarkable religious utterance. 
The leaders of Anglo-Jewry are congratulating themselves on the choice they have 
made.” 

The organ of the Zionist organisation, Die Welt, also remarks that the sermon 
of the Chief Rabbi, in which he laid stress on his conservative conception cf 
Jadeism, made a very deep impression on the community. The nationalists praise 
the sermon for its plea for Hebrew, the conservatives express satisfaction because 
it is a plea for conservative Judaism, and the intellectuals are not less Matisfied 
with the striking sermon. The hope is generally expressed that Dr. Hertz will 
prove a gifted and skilful religious leader of Anglo-Jewry and that he will succeed 
in uniting all its various sections into ane body by inspiring it with his own high 
Jewish ideals. 


The Turkish Government and Passover. 
[From our Correspondent. } 


CONSTANTINOPLE. 

Notwithstanding the enormous outlay occasioned by the war, which has upset 
the Budget to such an extent that public functionaries have not received their 
salaries for two months, the Government did not forget the poor Jews on the 
occasion of Passover. For their benefit the Government has sent 5,000 francs to 
the Chief Rabbi. At the latter’s request, the Minister for War gave directions 
that all Jewish soldiers at Constantinople, and even those who are in the lines at 
Chatalja, were to be granted the usual farlough for the festival. Arrangements 
were made by the Chief Rabbi to quarter them on Jewish families here. The 


Bulgarian prisoners of war interned at Ismidt were also specially provided for during 
Passover. 


Anti-Semitism and German Banking. 
(From our Correspondent.) 
FRANKFORT. 

A contributor to the Frankfurter Zeitung calls attention to the general meeting 
of the Allgemeinen Schaffhausenschen Bankverein, which took place a few days 
ago, and at which a shareholder criticised the attitude of the directors of that great 
banking concern towards Jewish aspirants for employment. The shareholder, who 
is a Jew, stated that during the last three decades the bank had not accepted one 
Jew as an official, although a great mapy shareholders of the Bankverein are 
Jews. The Chairman assured the Jewish sharebolder that the bank was not 
actuated by any anti-Semitic principles. But when the shareholder in question 
asked for a definite explanation why for more than thirty years the bank had 
refused to give appointments to Jews, the Chairman proposed and the meeting 
decided to close the discussion on the subject. Thus the Jewish shareholder was 
unable to proceed with his questions. The Frankfurter Zeitung severely criticises 
the attitude of the Chairman, as well as of the meeting, pointing out that in spite

The anti-Semitic attitude of the bank is by no means exceptional for it isa 
well-known fact that the great banking honses in Berlin, Frankfort, Leipzig. 
Hamburg and other important cities act similarly and that the number of Jewish 
employés in the German banking business is decreasing every day. The German 
banks are anxions to free themeelves from “the Jewish lead” and the num ber of 
Jewish bank directors in Germapy bas been reduced considerably in the laat two 
decades. German bankers are following the lead of Libermann von Sonnenberg, 
who once exclaimed in the Reichstag: ‘ Ibe German banking business is entirely 
in Jewieh Kards and muet try to free itself from the Jews.” It 
is undeniable that many banking firms discharged their Jewish directors 
when they still enjoyed full vigour and strength and appointed 
Christians in their place. The most curions fact ia that the 
great Jewish capitalists, who are sbarebolders of banking firms which 
bave adopted this anti-Semitic practice, seldom protest against there doings of 
the directors of these banks. Unfortunately, the tendency to excinde Jewish 
employés pot only prevails in the banking trade but aleo in the Liherel Pres, 
which is, of course, controlled by Jews. Even the Fran/:furter Zeitung, which 
is always ready to condemn anti-Semitic practices in business life, refused some 
time ago to admit a Jew as a member of the ateff. alleging that hie appearance waa 
too semitic. 
was, therefore, scarcely en exaggeration «hen a prominent German Jewish leader 
said rome time ago with regard to the foture of the German Jews: “a time will 
come when all the German Jews will be commercial travellera becanse the 
Germans try to exclude them from every honourable occupation, and the Govern 
ment iteelf refuses to admit Jews aa State officials.”

ANGOLA AND THE PORTUGUESE GOVERNMENT. 


Under the beading “ Portuguese Slavery the following letter from Mr Israel 
Zavgwill, writing as President of the Jewish Territorial Organieation, appeared 
in the last istue of the Spectator :— ; 

Although you are cl sing the correspondence as to the pampblet “ Alma 
Negra,” I am sure tbat in justice to Portugal you will not refose to give publicity 
to anotber side of the qnestion. Your readers may be aware that the Portognese 
Government bas been cffe ring land in Angolato Jewieh colonists, and that a Bill 
to this effect bas paesed the Lower House. The offer bas recently been investi- 
gated by the Jewish Territorial Organisation, which despatched a scientific com- 
mission of inquiry to Angola, beaded by Professor Gregorv, F R8., the well- 
known geograpber, geologist, and explorer. His report base just been printed and 
iseued for private circulation among our Committee, but as ita publication may be 
deferred for a considerable time I feel that itis only fair to Portucal to send ycu 
an extract from it in advance. I should premise that Portugal’s actual offer was 
refused by our Organieation at an Interpaticnal Conference in Vienne, that I am 
igporapt whether. even if the Portuguese Government were willing to grant less 
impracticable conditions, our Committee and cur financiers will agree to support 
the project, and that in any case Profeseor Gregory's report is absolutely objective. 


Under the head ‘ Portuguese Administration and Policy in Angola,” Professor | 


Gregory writes :— 


It must be recognised that the Portuguese Government is prohably not the most 
satisfa: tory under which to live and with which to negotiate. The Portugnese Adminis- 
tration in Angola seems, however, to be doing its best to develop the country and treat 
the natives with justice. The Governmert has resolutely suppressed the liquor ffic 
with the natives, bas completely stopped any participation by Europeans in slavery, 
thongh it is impoesible at once to suppress domestic slavery among the natives, and has 
practically stopped enlistment in Benguella for San Thomé and Principe. For these 
acbie\ ements the present Portuguese Administration deserves great credit. The Portn- 
guese intentions may, bowever, be better than their achievements. Many of the 


Portuguese seem not very competent in affairs, and the administrative system is at 


resent defective. The cflicials are badly paid, their pay is often in arrear, and they 

ave hitherto been changed at very short intervals. Many of the Portngnese in the 
country were sent there as convic's, so that the natives have come in contact with the 
worst class of Portuguese. The natives have been treated in the past with gross 
tyranny and injastice. The present administration has, therefore, a legacy of mistrust 
which it will take years to live down. The country is still a penal colony, and no one 
can leave it without perm'ssion, or, in the case of foreigners, a visé on their paseports. 


The Repnblican Government, however, shows that it is anxious to do its best to redeem 
past errors.

“ HUMANITARIAN” ATTACKS 


INTERESTING DEBATE. 


Last week there took place at Caxton Hall an exbibition and series of con 
ferences in connection with the “ Avimels’ Healtheries,” crearised by pereons associ 
ated with varions movements for the Prevention of Cra:lty to Apimals = A 
feature of the event was a meeting, held yesterday week, to advocate what were 
called humane methods of slaughter, and bere attacks were made upon the Jewish 
system. 

Mr. VICTOR FISHER was in the chair, and a lecture on the subject was 
given by Mr. C. W. FORWARD, who enid that the Society in whose bebalf he was 
spesking had been established some forty years and was now getting the ear of the 
pub ic. After describing the several new systems of slaughter, he ventured to 
condemn existing methods ard to advocate the compulsory adoption of tb: 
“bhomane” methods. The Jewish method, he declared, was extremely painfal. 
It not only necessitated ths cruel system of casting, by which avimals fel to the 
ground with a heavy thud, but also the nee of bars and chains to bold back the 
head so that the neck could be cut. He said be bad a en animals whose jaws bad 
been broken daring thie operation He admitted that the Jewish slaughterers 
were specially chosen and trained, but inristed that the system was a cruel on: 
and horrible to witness He qaoted Dr. Reiwbardt, who declared the system to 
be atrocious and who asserted that animals were conscious for two minutes 
after the cutting of the throat. The prelimineries of the operation, like the 
casting, were unnecessarily painfal. He once represented to the Beard 
of Shecheta that the casting could be improved, ard a promise was given 
that rubber mats should be used. He, however, head never yet seen these mats. 
The system, croel and vicious, was an outrage on the public conscience, and Jews 
shonld adopt a method more in herping with the views of the pation. It created 
much prejadice. but fortonately tome Jews were themselves bes ioning to realice 
that the present barbarous methods needed mcdification, and it bad too, been 
declared by a Jewish Minister that the present system was not actually needed 
except in respect of slaughter for sacrificial purposes. As for the casting it should 
be possible to adopt the system employed by veterinary sorgeops, who made use 
of a kind of crate to slit g borees in. The fact that the sy+tem was cbhjecticpable 
received much suport from the action cf the autbcrities of the canton cof Zurich, 
and in Finlend, «bere the Jewish system bad been forbidden. 

Mr L. J ENBERG thanked the meeting for baving invited bim, (as Editor 
of the J. WISH CHBKONICLE avd the Jewish Wor/d), to attend the meeting. He 
said that be was par'icolarly pleared to take pars in the proceedings be ause he 
belonged to a Scciety which bad been ex sti.g vot for forty yeare, as was the 
Society which the lecturer represented, bat for some forty centuries, and that S: ciety 
duri: g all that long perw d bad been engaged in every endeavour of kindness and 
copsiceration to avimals. The Society t» which be referred was made up of 
Jews who refosed to partake of meat killed by methcds other than those it 
approved, just because of the cruelty and violence involved ip those otber methods. 
It was quite absurd to ask Jews to abardon thrir system of slaughter in favour of 
other systems which were of quite recent introduction, and the merits of which 
had not by apy means yet been proved to apybody’s satisfaction. The 
expression ‘“bumapve slaughtering” was in itself contradiction in terms, 
since the determination to slanghter an animal was opposed to hamaneness, bat 
with that reservation be had no doubt that the Jewi+h method was, ip comparison 
with every otber, the most bumane. He warped them that it was easy to create a 
sentiment against Jews in this matter, because of

that bad been fostered against the Jew. Just as there would never bave been formnu- 
lated the borrible Blood Libel bed it not been for the utterly false legerd as to the 
part Jews took in the Cruxifixion so there would be no denucciation of Sbechita 
bad it not been for the Bood Libe.s. All three belonged to one category of 
prejudice. Of course many of tho-e who made these charges were quite uncon- 
scious of the wrong they were doivg, bat that did not make the wrong 


any less. In most cases, in all these charges brougbt egainst Jews, and 
which fixed them with a cruel disposition, igoorance, or lack of know- 
ledge, was tbat from which they most enuff-red. The Jews took 
especial precautions in coppection with the killing of animals. The 


official who was autborised to k:il bad to be specially trained, and bis good 
character had to be voucbed for. Frequently be was a ‘earned man, and often was 
Minister of the congregation. Moreover, he was eub) cted to periodical examiva- 
tion by a Coart, specially orgavised for that purpose, and even the sleughbteriog 
knives had to be examined every few weeks Slaughtering among the Jews 
was idealised to a plane of relig oo, and they attached as moch value to the 
care of the slaughtering of animals as they did ta any relyious rite; to the 
rite of circamcision, for instance. What evidence was there of inbomanpity 
in confection with Jewish metbods? Jlrofesa.r Reinbardt had been quvuted ; 
but against this could be mentioned contrary views by Dr. Oppenthaw and 
Dr. Leopard Hill, both men of great eminence. Dr. Oyppenshaw bad 
declanrd the Jewish system to be preferable to the ;ole-axe, which was 
peitber quick por painless, and he coptended that the Jewish method 
was by far the better. Prof. Hii! said that the Jewish metbod was as bumave as 
any yet practiced, and denied that there was any cruelty associated with it. 
Charges of cruelty were thus grosely uojast. Reference had been made 
to the conditions at Deptfrd, but that was a matter for the City 
Corporation, which might bring about an improvemevt. There could be 
no substantiation of the charge of cruelty in connection with cast- 


ing as so loridly drawn by the lecturer, because, by the Jewish 
process of “searching,” tbe discovery of apy serious injory, as, for 
instance, bruises caused by a fall, would rencer a carcaee liable 


to be declared unfit for food. With regard to the use of rubber mats, he 
understood that they were in use aod were, as required, renewed. As to 
the stories abont animals having their jaws broken in the process 
they had before been repudiated and were, of course, qnite 


untrue. The Board cf Shecheta had, he believed through the generosity 


of the late Lord Swaytbling, been able to offer a large reward for an in-

vention which would obviate all present inconvenience in the process of 
caetipg, but so far nothiog bad been found to improve upon the existing metbod.

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cruelty to animals should advocate and he believed would come to in time 
although it was Jewish. If, to go no farther, they compared the Jewish with the 
non-Jewish slaughterer—his training, bis status—and the surgical operation 
involved in cutting the throat of an animal with the beastly violence of pole-axing 
they would come without hesitation to the conclasion that it was cruel to suggest 
that Snechita was in the remotest associated with cruelty. 

Mr. IStA®L FIELDMAN aleo repadiated the allegation of cruelty, explaining 
the care which the Jewish authorities took in supervising the system. 

‘The meeting which, of course, was principally c »mposed of peop'e connected 
with the various burane societies, passed a resolution in fav. ur of “bhamane 
metbods of slaugbter,” for the abolition of private slaughter houses, and for the 
licensing of all slaughtermen. 


Stunning of Animals Ordered at Croydon. 


EXEMPTION FOR JEWS. 


At the last meeting of the Croydon Council, the Slaughterhouses Sub-Com. 
mittee submitted the following report :-— 


(a) The Sub-Committee beg to report that they have carefolly considered the 
memorial presented to the Conncil by a deputation on December 16th last npon the 
enbject of the humane slanghtering of animals, and recommend that the bye-lawa with 
respect to slaughterbouses be revised, and that the following additional nye-laws be added 
thereto, namely--%. A person shall not, in a slanghterhonse, proceed to slanghter any 
animal antil the same sball have been effectually stunned by the latest improved instru- 
ments approved by the Corporation. Provided that this requirement shall not be deemed 
to apply to any member of the Jewish falth duly licensed by the Chief Rabbi as a 
slaughterer, when engaged in the slanghtering of cattle intended for the food of Jews 
according to the Jewish method of slaughtering, if no annecessary snffering is inflicted. 
it. A person shall not, in a slanghterhonse, slaughter or cause or suffer to be slaughtered 
any animal in the view of another animal. 12. An occupier of a slanghterhouse sball 
not cause or sliow any blood or other refuse to flow f:om sench slanghterhonse so as to be 
»ithin the sight or smell of any animal in the slanghterhouse, and he shall not cause or 
low any sach blood or other refuse to be deposited in the waiting pens or lairs. 

Councillor PECK (Chairman of the Committee) having moved the adoption of 
the report, Councillor WEST hoped the instrament to be used for stunning beasts 
in the slaughterhouses would be ove approved by the trade, becanse some instrn- 
ments were very satisfactory, whiist others had been found as dangerous to the 
person using them as to the animal, and bad resulted in loss of human life. The 
Jewish system of slaughtering, he contended, was a cruel system. With regard to 
the probibition against slaughtering one animal in view of another, he said that 
Providence had so ordained the brains of animals that they did not realise what 
was going to be done to them. He had discussed the matter with the Sanitary 
Inspector, who was of the same opinion has himself. All this agitation about 
cruelty to animals and animal suffering, and all the rest of it, was pure bunkum. 
He hoped the Sub-Committee would work in a friendly manner with the trade, 
and would not intl ct npon them any instrument which was not absolutely reliable. 

Councillor PECK agreed with Councillor West that animals did not realise what 
was going to happen, otherwiee they would not get them “ skipping ” down there 
as hewas told they did. 

The report was adopted. 


SHECHETA BOARD. 


A meeting of the Shecheta Board was held on Wednesday, at the Vestry 
Rooms, Heneage Lane. There were present :— 

Mr. Josuvua M. Levy, President, in the chair, Dr. J. Klein, Measrs. P. Barnett, B.

The CHAIRMAN said that he was very pleased that an opportunity had been 
found to call the Board together, instead of waiting two or three months for the 
next meeting, according to routine, as he was enabled without further postpone- 


“ment to extend a very cordial welcome, as he did, in the name of the whole Board, 


to the Chief Rabbi. (Hear, hear.) They were acoustomed to see in their midst a 
‘ bief Rabbi, the Habam, and the Dayanim, and the Board had always the greatest 
respect for the ecclesiastical authorities, and the two bodies met in no grudging 
maoper, The Chief Rabbi would fiod that the Board would pay to him the same 
regard due to the dignity and honour of the office he held as it did to his pre- 
decessor. He also expressed the sincerest sympathy of the Board with the Chief 
‘tabbi on the loss he had sustalned by the death of his father, on the morrow of 
bis arrival in Eogland. 

Mr. J. M. LISSACK said that in the past the Board had always been closely 
associated with the Rabbinate, and though they might have differed they had never 
disagreed. He was quite certain that with Dr. Hertz at the head of affairs there 
was no likelihood of their working less harmoniously in the futare than they had 
with his predecessor. 

The CHIEF RABBI said that he hoped that he would be a worthy successor to 
the great Rabbi, his predecessor, in the cause of Kashrus and Judaism in this 
great and vast community. 

The CHAIRMAN made a statement regarding the question of officials of the 
Board acting as Shomerim at banquets. He stated that it was the intention of 
the Beth Din to provide properly trained officials as Shomerim at banquets, who 
would be trained by Mr. Bronkhorst, the chief Shomer. 


A vote of condolence was passed to Mr. Isaac Landau, a member of the Board, 
on the death of his father. 


An anoual allowance was voted to the widow of Mr. M. Landau.

questions. Where the safety, honour and welfare of Judaism in concerned there 
is DO room for such divisions; there Jews must be unanimous, not merely becanse 
a small minority, if divided, is ab:olutely powerless, but chiefly because on 
Jewish questions there is to the Jew only one side. To try, therefore, to associate 
two utterly distinct and separate spheres of thonughtand action, ‘‘ Party Politica” 
aod “ Jewish Politics,” is quite uselessly to ecatter the eeeds of disruption among a 
body of men who, thongh they differ fundamentally on questions with which 
Judaism as such has no concern, are yet absolutely at one where Jewish interests 
are at stake 

Sach is the first Jewish argument against the “ Jewish Vote,” and the second 
ia almost as powerful. It is founded on the maxim that you shonld do to others as 
you would others do to you. If, in order to vote for a Jew, Jews are to discard 
or violate their op:nions on political questions, they mast surely expect their 
Gentile neighb pura, in flattering imitation to vote against the Jew, and since it is 
the tragic fate of the Jews to be ever in a minority so we are in a minority in 
every constituency, and on this principle there could never be a Jewish member of 
Parliament at all. Though opinions differ on the value of the services to the 
commupity rendered by our Jewish Members of Parliament, I feel sure you will 
agree with me that it would be a misfortune indeed if any House of Commons 
failed to number among its members a conforming Jew. 

I bope I shall not be misunderstood to accuse Sir Stuart Samael of having 
started the hare of anti-Semitism to create a “ Jewish Vote” for himself and his 
party, thongh bia action is clearly calculated to have this result. I fear the resnit 
may conceivably be far more serious. It is obvious that Sir Stuart will not be 
upacimously elected, and his political opponents may be branded as anti-Semites 
by all his supporters. What better way to make them such? Sir Stuart is play- 
ing with fire. If a conflagration ensne, thongh he will have his Jewish political 
opponents to help him, it will rest with him t» quench it. 

There isa moral for the future to be drawn from thiselection. Before these lines 
appear in print, the stress of the combat will be relieved, and the smoke will be clear. 
ing from the field of battle. If the welfare of the community is to be consulted, 
Jewieh questions must be divorced from party politics. Jews cannot and should 
pot be unanimous in party politics ; in Jewish politics they must be. I earnestly 
trust that the recent semi-political spirit which has been manifested at the Board 
of Deputies will disappear from the new Board. I know, Sir, that you and your 
influential newspaper do not approve of all the old Board bas done. Yet I ask you 
to remember that we are all working for the same objects, even if we differ as to 
the means to approach them. The Board is not a Jewish Parliament, jast because 
there is no room for division about the ends which it subserves. It is more like 
a Jewish Trade Union, and as such it cannot be divided against itaelf. 
All sections of thought should be represented on its Committees, for you 
cannot discsss in public debate the delicate and complex questions which 
must ariee in the course of negotiation. Above all, let the Jews, like the Catho- 
lics, be unanimous when the interests of their religion are involved, and if this 
high aim is to be attained all suspicion of party politics must be abjared from our 
debates. Only in this way can we approach the high ideals of harmony and 
moderation so eloquently expressed by the Chief Rabbi in his inaugural sermon. 

In conclusion, Sir, and in apologising for the length at which I| have tres- 
passed on your space, let me assure Sir Stuart Samuel, who isa family connec. 
tion of my own, that it is in no spirit of hostility to him that [ have penned this, 
but from a strong sense that the interests of our community demand the ventila- 
tion of the subject. So far as my own position is concerned, I shall endeavour to 
do my duty, according to my lights, both to my Judaism and to my politics. | 
shall never believe that the two are incompatible. 


DAY NURSERY FOR JEWISH INFANTS. 


ANNUAL REPORT, 


Lady Rothschild will preside at the annual meeting of the subscribers to the 
Day Nursery for Jewish Infants, which will be held next Wednesday. The report, 
which will be presented to the meeting, states in part :— 


The number of attendances has exceeded those of the previous year by 1,103. The 
large total of 10,231—a new record—is all the more remarkable, as epidemic illness has 
been very prevalent, although at no time has it been found necessary to close the 
nursery. The list includes many infants of only a few weeks old. All applicants are 
medically examined before entry ; delicate children are passed “ under observation " and 
enjoy the advantage of special] nourishment and attention. In most cases these children 
improve wonderfully, and a marked changed in their appearance is noticeable within a 
short period. The provision for the admission of free cases is found to be of great valne 
to women who are too destitute to pay the small daily fee of 2d. whilst ont of employment. 
The little ones are therefore admitted free for a short period to enable the mothers, who 
are often the only breadwinners, to seek work. The advantage is offered to nursing and 
prospective mothers of taking their midday meal at the nursery. They are given a good 
wholesome dinner consisting of meat, two vegetables, and a pudding, for | . cae. 
Morris, who has acted as Medical Officer since the nursery was opened, is indefatigable 
in his supervision of the health of the inmates. Lady Kothschild has presented an ont- 
side iron fire-escape, to take the place of the former appliance, which was no longer 
adequa'e. The elder children much enjoy their Kindergarten, and derive great benefit 
from the simple curriculum, of which singing and organised games form a great feature. 
Miss Giadys Joseph, one of the voiuntary workers, has attended every day for over a 
year, to help in the Kindergarten, and has, since Mias Styer’s departare, taken full 
charge of the class, pending the appointment of a salaried teacher. further assistance 
wonld be heartily welcome, as with the increased number of attendances, there is ample 
scope for the co-operation of voluntary workers. Daring the past year, a class from 
the Jews’ Free School has been taken at the Nursery by Miss Nash. The experience 
gained by the girls in the management and care of infants should be of value to them 
in after life. The Matron, Miss Miriam Davis, continues to perform ber duties in a 
most capable and sympathetic manner. The Committee much regret that Lady 
Spielmann has retired from their body, as she is unable to devote the necessary time 
to the work. Lady Spielmann, who was an original member, and bas always shown 
keen and practical sympathy with the movement, has consented to serve as an Honorary 
vember. The Committee regret that the balance of the Building Fund, which has 
been kept distinct from the general account and used for reparirs, etc., is now exhausted. 
The expenditure for the year was £710, and the ordinary receipts, including £33 
received from the parents, only amounted to £556. The deficit has been partly met by 
withdrawing £100 from the reserve fand. The babies contributed 10s. towards their 
own maintenance by collecting farthings, which they put into the box presided over by a 
doll dressed by the Matron.

T= who watch the trend of our communal activities must be struck 


with the magnitude of the athletic movement among Jewish young 
people of the working classes, and the most careless reader of our 
columns cannot fail to be aware of the great influence that has grown 
up in our midst. The growth of athletics led, some years ago, to the 
formation of the Jewish Athletic Association, but the Association, unlike others 


of its kind, has not remained a close corporation of a number of affiliated 


clubs; it has become a missionary force 
unceasing in its work of raising the physical 
and mora! standard of the Jewish youth. 

A remarkable feature bas been the develop 
ment of the school section, which, starting 
less than a decade ago with a few schools, 
has become one of the largest and most 
robust organisations of its kind. The Asso- 
ciation in recent years owes much to its 
Secretary, Mr. S. Davis, to the value of 
whose labours Mr. Frank Morley; Chairman of 


paid a high tribute at public functions. It 
was with the object of obtaining some infor- 
mation as to the history of the movement, 
its growth, its aims, and its present position,

Jews and Greek Sports. 

“1 was wondering ae I came here,” remarked our representative, “what the 
old Judeans, who so strenuously resisted the introduction of Greek sports into 
Palestine, would think of this modern athletic movement.” 

“T am not going to accept the view,” replied Mr. Davis, “that they were 
resisting games. What they objected to wasa system. The sports were often 


part of the religions celebrations in honour of the gods, and if the sports bad 
become popular allegiance to Judaism would have been weakened. That was

sufficient to secure the condemnation of the games, but I do not suppose there | 


would have been objection to sports pure and simple if the Jews had felt that 
they wonld leave their religion untouched. The fact that the Greek athletes 
appeared naked in the arena was repugnant to Jewish feeling. When the 
time comes for us to return to Palestine, I have not the slightest donbt bat that 
we shall build a big enclosure where the Gilead Rovers will play off the final for 
the National Trophy against the Jaffa Hotepars.”

That would appear to give a hint of the purpose of the Jewish Athletic | 


Association ? 

“ Exactly. Observing Jewish youths would not play their games on a Sabbath, 
and a distinct association was required to orgavise the games on Sunday, or, as 
now in the case of the School Section, on other convenient days of the week. 
That is, where the need of a Jewish Association comes in.” 


Pioneers. 


Will you tell me something about the beginning of the Association ? 

“IT have doubted whether I was the right person to come to, but now I am 
sure that you should have gone elsewhere for your information. I came into the 
movement when it was a going concern. It was others who bore the brunt of the 
work and established the Association on a firm footing. When theclab movement 
among Jewish iads started, a shield was presented for a football competition 
among them. This trophy was inscribed ‘The Sanday Football League’ (mark 
the word ‘Sanday’). Thén the clabs combined ‘together to form the Jewish 
Athletic Association. Mr. Frank Morley was the Chairman of the Association—a 
position which he practically still occupies in the Club Section in addition to that 
of Chairman of the Sports or Executive Committee of the Association, as at 
present constituted—and I need hardly say what a source of strength he has 
been. Meanwhile the movement was going forward in another direction, and the 
Maccabwans formed a Committee for the purpose of encouraging athletics in the 
schools. The moving spirit was Mr. H. R. Lewis. ThisCommittec helped schools 
by making grants of cricket and football material. In this work there was 
associated with him Mr. Ernest M. Joseph, our present Hon. Secretary, to whom 
the idea came later that instead of schools receiving sporadic grants it would be as 
well if they formed a section of a combined Jewish Athletic Association. A 


memorable gathering round the tea-table at Brady Street Clab. The Jewiah 
Athletic Association and the Maccasbeans Athletic Committee amalgamated under 
the title of the former. Mr. H. R. Lewis became President, a position which he 
occupies to-day, and Mr. F’. Morley, as I have already mentioned, head of the 
Executive Committees. Mr. M. Joseph, for a considerable period, bore, 
anassisted, the burden of organisation of the Association, baving acted not only as 
Hon. Secretary of the Association but of the Club and School Sections separately. 
“ Among the other early workers was Mr. Ernest Lesser, still a valued worker 
of the Commitee, who used to pay personal visits to headmasters in the interests «! 
school athletics. Another prominent worker in the School Section movement was 
Mr. Jack M. Myers, who gave mach time and labour to the furthering of the 
interests of achool athletics. It was a curious fact, and one worthy of note, that 
the first steps in the school movement came from outside and not from witbin 


the school walls.” 
Small Beginnings. 


Can you tell me how many clubs took part in the early competitions ? 

“ At first there were about six clubs with a couple of divisions in each. Ther» 
are now fifteen Working Lads’ and Men’s Clubs, and playing teams in four 
divisions. The affiliation of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade to the Association to whi.) 
you have previously referred in your columns is an important development. The 
Brigade which is entering in units each formed by groups of companies will great|y 
increase the strength of the Club Section. They will practically make an addition 
of the equivalent of four clubs.” 

And the Schools ” 

“ Starting with seven schools in the first year, the Section now contains fifty 
boys’ and girls’ schools, and includes nearly every Jewish Council and non-provided 
School in London.” 

Will you tell me what are the chief competitions that the Jewish Athletic 
Association organises among the clubs ? 

“ There are cricket and football competitions in the respective seasons. in the 
last cricket competition, thirteen clubs and twenty-eight teams took part. Alto 
gether 169 matches were arranged. In football the same number of clubs and 
teams entered, and 163 matches were arranged. io this year’s oricket 
the numbers have been increased owing to the afiiliation of the Jewish Las’ 
Brigade. Then we arrange annual sports’ meetings, a long distance race, and 
swimming competitions.” 

The Schools. 


How do you cater for the Schools ? , 
“In the Boys’ School Section there are cricket and football competitions, and, 
combined with the Girls’ School Section, annual sports meetings and swimming 


competitions. Last season, 24 schools entered in the football competition, and io 
the cricket competition just started there are the same number of schools.” 

Have the girls any separate eports ? 

“Certainly. They have hockey and basket ball competitions, for which 
trophies are presented. They are introducing other competitions, and one which 
is about to commence next season is target ball, a kind of cricket, especially 
adapted for girls.” 

Ten Honorary Secretaries. 


An organisation of this kind must entail an enormous amount of work on 
yourself ; how do you manage it ? 

“ Well, paradoxical as it may seem, the more the Association grows, the easier 
my work becomes. A specially gratifying feature of the work of the Association 
is the splendid enthusiasm on the part of a large number of volnatary workers. 
This renders possible the sub-division of the work, which conld not now be carried 
on if it fell on the shoulders of one or two individuals. From its peculiar 
nature the work would be impossible without this voluntary help.” 

Can you give me an idea of the sub-division ’ 

“IT hope you are not going to ask me to inflict all the details on your unoffend 
ing readers. I may tell you, however, that we have ten honorary secretaries, each 
responsible for asection of the work, and the duties of no one of them are light. In the 
Club Section, there are two—Mr. Denzil A. Myer and Mr. Lewis Moses. In 
the Boys’ School Section, there are four honorary secretaries.” 

I note that Sir Matthew Nathan, at the anoual prize distribution, made some 
reference to the fact that you bad no Girls’ Club Section. Is there any likelihood 
of one being formed ” 

“Up to the present we have not succeeded in getting Girls’ Clubs to come 
in, but I have hopes that we shall in the near fature. They seem to be labouring 
uoder the difficulty of obtaining grounds. If they would start with tennis, we 
could secure grounds for them for Sunday afternoons from the London Playing 
Fields Association at the rate of 2s. 6d. each afternoon, or £2 23. for the season. 
Perhaps the knowledge of this fact may help some ofthem. Think of it! The 
whole of a golden summer afternoon at tennis, price two shillings and sixpence. It 
sounds like poetry, does it not” ” 

Can you give me any idea of your numbers? 

“ There are fifteen Clubs, and, though I have not the exact figures, I should 


BY THE WAY. 


Mr. Gustav Wilhelm Wolff, who bas died, after 
having bestowed on his name a world-wide renown 
by means of the firm of Belfast sbip-builders, 
Messrs. Harland and Wolff, was a son of a Jewish 
merchant, of Hamburg, Moritz Wolff. He came to 
Logland while yet a lad, and, after a short technical 
education at Liverpool, entered the employment of 
& Belfast firm of ship-builders. After afew years 
in that employment, he and a young colleague 
(afterwards Sir Edward Harland) determined to 
undertake business on their own account. For 
£5,000 they acquired the business in which they 
bad been employed, and by means of capacity, 
industry, and character raised it to the foremost 
position in the industrial world. Mr. Wolff retired 
from active life some years ago, but before he did so 
he had the honour of representing in the House of 
Commons for many years the city with whose 
fortunes his own were so closely bound up. As 
befits a son—even an adopted son—of Belfast, Mr. 
Wolff sat on tbe Conservative side of the House. 
His ability and character were, however, as clearly 
recognised by his opponents as by his friends, and 
it was freely predicted twenty years ago, when the 
possibility of granting Home Rule to Ireland was 
under consideration, that in such an event Mr. Wolff 
was certain to play a notable part in Irish politics.

community. He is most prominent as Senior 
Treasurer of the United Synagogue and Chairman of 
the Exeoutive of the Russo-Jewish Committee. 
Less promibent positions which he has occupied 
during the little more than a decade which his com- 
mupal activity covers include membership of the 
Jewish Board of Guardians, of the Committee of 
the Jews’ Shelter and the Councils of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association and the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, 
Anditorship of the Board of Deputies, and Secretary- 
ship of the Ito Emigration Regulation Department. 
Mr. Stettauer bas also represented Angio-Jewry at 
more than one international conference, and was 
the representative of England on the mission which 
went to Rassia after the Kishineff pogroms. Long 
as this list is, it does not by any means exhaust Mr. 
Stettauer’s public activities. 

In the wider community he is a member of 
the London County Council. He is a Branch 
President of the League of Mercy, a member of the 
Aliens’ Appeal Board of the Port of London and of 
the Council of the National Institute of Apprentice- 
ship, and is an influential member of the London 
Chamber of Commerce, whose representative he 
was at the Leather Section of the St. Louis Expo- 
sition of 1904.

Mr. Davis explained how the London County Council seconded the efforts “of 
the Association by giving donble sessions and half holidays, and added that the 
“expert officials of the London County Council know what is good for boys, and the 
granting of these double sessions and balf-holidays is a splendid tribute to the 
value of our work.” 

Internationals."’ 


How do your boys stand with regard to the representative matches played 
each year against teams selected from the non-Jewish schools in the Tower 
Hamlets Schools Football Association ? 

‘ Well, although our boys were badly beaten at first, they have gained ground, 
and now stand level with their non-Jewish rivals.” 

What happened in the first matches ” 

“We did rather badly, though the matches were not of the same type as they 
are now. The best echool in the Jewish League then fought against the leading 
achool in the Tower Hamlets. I well remember the first year we played. We 
went down to the Isle of Dogs to play the crack team, which had won the Tower 
Hamleta shield for eight years in succession. [t was an unheard-of thing for 
‘Jew’ boys to bave the temerity to stand up against non-Jewish boys, and 
especially against the elect of the Isle of Dogs. I understood from one of the 
masters that the team boys and their class-mates could pot work for laughing the 
whole of the previous week. They bad a vague sort of idea that we were a 
species of Chinaman, and they greeted us with sach pbrases as ‘ Meester, you 
playee footeeballee.’ Fortunately for us, one of our boys was able to use the 
vernacular with extraordinary power. He wasa biggish boy, too, and was not afraid 
of much. He gave a successful demonstration of his abilities, and we got 
on terms at once. Of course, we lost the match, bat our team scored the only 
goal that bad been registered against the pride of Millwall that season. They gave 
us a hearty cheer before we left. Such matches as these do much to foster a good 
spirit between our boys and their non-Jewish rivals. At first there was some bad 
feeling shown, but we have gained respect and notbing of the kind appears now.” 


Funds Urgently Needed. 
How about fands” 
“ Now you touch us upon a tender epot. I do not know why it should be eo, 
but our financial troubles are chronic. When the Association started Mr. C. D. 


Seligman, the Treasurer at that time, the brother of our present Treasurer. 
Mr. Hubert E. Seligman, canvassed some of his friends, and they supplied 
privately all the fands needed, but, of course, we have grown considerably, 
and yet can only rely on an income of about £120 a year from regular subscribers. 
The other funds needed are obtained by special canvassing from time to time, but 
the uncertainty of our income greatly hampers our work. Grants are made each 
year to achools which are entirely dependent upon us for material, fares, etc., and 
the position is specially unfortunate inasmuch as the people who used to help 
individual schools with funds have withdrawn that support on the ground that 
there is an association which exists especially for the purpose, but, alas! 
the funds previously given to individual schools do not find their way 
into our coffers. Then, of course, we have to find the funds for medals 
and prizes, trophies, etc., and for the working expenses, which necessarily have 
crown in recent years. We must get these fands somehow. It would be nothing 
short of a calamity if the organisation so laboriously built up could not continue 
with the work for want of means. There must be no drawing back. It is due to 
our work that the physique and the sporting spirit of our young people bave made 
such remarkable progress, to say nothing of the mental and moral advantages reaped 
from a taste for healthy out-door exercise. I cannot do better than quote from 
your own excellent leader on the work of the Association some time back. * The 
policy of the Jewish Athletic Association is preventive and every pound spent in 
fostering sports will probably save twenty pounds that may be begged later on to 
alleviate consumption and otber ills due to the absence of encouragement of open 
air recreation.’ Our work promotes bealth, courage, enterprise, manliness, and a 
social spirit among our young people. The Committee of the Association has taken 
upon itself a great responsibility. Itis the duty of the community to help them to 
carry the work forward.”

A Sermon for the Week.

THE WORTH OF HUMAN NATURE, 


“ What is man that Thou art mindful of him, and the son of man that Thou 
visilest him’ For Thou hast made him but a little lower than the anvels. and hast 
crowned him with glory and honour.” Psalm viit., 5, 6. 


Two diametrically opposite views of human nature are set forth in this 
passage. On the one hand, man is represented as something weak and low—a 
creature utterly unworthy of the Divine notice; on the other, he is depicted as a 
being immeasurably lofty. “When I consider,” says the Psalmist. Thy 
heavens, the work of Thy fingers, the moon and stars which Thou hast 
ordained, I am impelled to ask, What is man that Thou shouldst be mindful 
of so poor a creature?” but within the transition of a single sentence the 
point of view changes completely. He hastens to add: Thou hast made him 
but a little lower than the angels, and hast crowned him with glory and 
honour.”’ These contrasted statements make up the only true view of human 
nature. Whenever man’s nature is portrayed in colours altogether dark or 
altogether bright; whenever the misanthrope pours out his scorn upon the 
baseness of mankind or the enthusiast lavishes his admiration on their virtues 
we instinctively feel that an exaggerated view has been taken. that either has 
left something to be said on the other side. The stories of noble lives set 
forth in Holy Writ—like those of Jacob, or Aaron, or David—-are designed to 
teach us, among other things, that human character, even at its highest and 
best, contains a considerable alloy of inferior elements. The counterpart of 
this fact is the truth that humanity, even at its worst and lowest. is not so 
ignoble as its detractors assume. It is upon this latter truth that we may 
dwel! in the present discourse. 


Two Erroneous Views. 


There are two views of human nature against which we have to be on our 
vuard—the view of the Sceptic and the view of the Theologian. Both of them 
err in fixing attention upon the defects of human nature. They refuse to 
take account of its redeeming qualities. What has the sceptic to say on thig 
subject? He asserts that man is a mean creature, fit only for the earth on 
which he is placed, fit for no higher destination than to be buried in its bosom 
and there to find his end. But the very force of these assertions, the very 
emphasis with which they are insisted upon, show that man cannot be the 
insignificant object that the cynic would have us believe. [or if man is 
made only for the satisfaction of his senses and appetites, what occasion for 
wonder if he be sensual and debased ? Why waste invectives on sucha being ? 
Does not this eager depreciation of human nature in which the cynic is apt to 
indulge betray the consciousness that it is not so utterly worthless after all ? 
True, it is a degradation for a man to steep his soul in crime, to plunge 
into vice and infamy, to falsify, to prevaricate, to sell his conscience 
for advantage, to barter his spiritual birthright for gain. It is 
meanness unutterable for a man to play the hypocrite, to fawn 
and flatter in order to obtain his fellow-man'’s smile. All these things 
degrade a man, debase him to the level of the brute: some lower still: But 
why do we speak of them, what meaning is there in our talking of degradation 
unless we are concerning ourselves with a being who is capable of something 
better. who is capable indeed of attaining to the loftiest virtues ? 


A Piausible Argument. 
A plausible argument for the depravity of human nature is embodied in 
a celebrated aphorism of Rochefoucauld, to the effect that We take a sort of 
pleasure in contemplating the miseries of others and are pained at witnessing 
their happiness. There isa modicum of truth in this sentiment—just sufficient 
to render it more dangerous than a statement which is absolutely false. Alas! it is 
only too true that the good fortune of others oftentimes occasions us pain, while we 
derive a satisfaction from contemp!/ating their misfortunes. But this state of mind 
should be attributed not to the essential malignity of our nature, rather to the 
fact that society ia so ordered that people’s interest clash one with the other. 
In the present state of society it is often unavoidable that our successes 
should be bound up with the disappointments of others. and our disappoint- 
ments with their successes. This fact is so common that it is apt to generate 
in our minds the false notion that something gained by others is always and 
necessarily something lost to oneself. Hence those unworthy feelings 
of envy which we are inclined to cherish whenever we witness the greate: 
prosperity of others. But base and unworthy as this feeling is, it is 
not the outcome of pure malice, but the perversion of a sentiment which we 
were intended to put to generous uses. Hut the cynic may pursue his 
argument further and contend that if human nature is not diabolically depraved 
it is at least thoroughly contemptible. If it does not experience pure delight 
in witnessing the sufferings of others, at any rate itis nothing better than 
a mass of selfi-hness. Selfishness, he maintains, is the principle which governs 
the world—the only reasonable and suflicient rule of action—and he frankly 
confesses that it is the guiding principle of his own life. But a man neces- 
sarily judges the actions of others by his own feelings. He has no other 
standard. The honest man will assume honesty in others, the generous man 
generosity ; the selfish man can see nothing around him but selfishness. He 
who has never been impelled by sentiments of disinterested piety can see in 
prayer nothing but the motive of craven fear. “Doth Job serve God for 
naught?” asks the spirit of evil. And the question is typical of the manner 
in which every scoffer at religion argues. But whence does the cynic derive 
his views of human nature? From studying the devoted care which a mother 
lavishes on her child, or the beautiful examples of sisterly affection which 
family life everywhere exhibits, or the instances of filial love which are to be 
witnessed in not a few households? Is it possible that he could have drawn 
his contemptuous inferences from his knowledge of the sick-room, where love, 
or friendship or humanity, with sublime forgetfulness of self, watches and tends 
its charge? Surely not. Had he made anything like a study of these fairer 
aspects of life he never could have arrived at the result that piety is a delusion, 
charity a pretence, and virtue a name. He must have gathered his crude views 
of human nature from fixing his gaze upon al! that is artificial, cold and heart- 
less in the world, from constant mingling with the most worthless specimens 
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of humanity. He must be a stranger to the brighter side of human life; there 
are whole regions of humanity hidden from his sight. 


The Theological View. 


There remains to be considered the theological views of human nature, by 
which is meant the mournful view of humanity that is favoured by Christian 
theologians. The thought which dominates so much of Christian literature 
regards human nature as utterly corrupt. In support of this view the theologian 
points to the catalogue of men's transgressions—long, dark and melancholy. 
But what is the true inference to be drawn from such a catalogue? Not that 
man is thoroughly degenerate, but thata being whose acts can call forth such 
strong reproach must be possessed of a conscience, of moral power, of glorious 
capacities. The very ability consciously to commit wrong is a sign of moral 
greatness. for it implies as its correlative the potentiality to do right. And though 
man: may be a sinful creature, we must remember he is never satisfied with 
sinning. His conscience rebukes him when he goes astray, and in a thousand 
ways he suffers for every wilful act he commits. These sufferings proclaim his 
higher nature. The disappointment, the restleseness and the vexation of spirit 
that wait upon evil show that the human being was never meant to take a 
delight in anything but virtue. It is the great glory of man that though he 
may seek pleasure in unworthy objects he never finds it there. This 
is the history of every erring creature that has ever set out on the 
vain quest after unhallowed happiness. He returns from the pursuit bafiled 
and discontented. Consider what habitual good is to be found in human 
nature, though much of it may be hidden from the eyes of-the world. In 
every sphere and walk of life there are numberless good men and true who a-e 
so for goodness’s sake. In obscurity and retirement, scarcely known and 
never asking to be known, in adversity and poverty, amidst temptations and 
all the severity of earthly trial, there are men and women whose godly lives 
shed brightening on the clouds which envelop them. Indeed, they could not 
bear up against the cares and burdens of life if it were not that they are 
animated by profound religious feeling and sustained by genuine piety. It is 
men such as these who may claim to be regarded as the real representatives 
of human nature. They show what human nature at its best is capable of 
attaining to, and it is human nature at its best the contemplation of which 
will profit us most. That view of human hature which looks to its excellencies 
rather than its defects is characteristically Jewish. While other religious 
systems prefer to dwell on the innate sinfulness of man, Judaism gives promi- 
nence to the principle that man is fashioned in the image of the Creator—an 
image which not even a career of sinfulness can wholly efface. In spite of 
all his failings and weaknesses. man is made but little lower than the angels: 
morally as well as physically he is crowned with honour and glory. 


“BACK TO THE SYNAGOGUE!” 


THE REV. J. F. STERN’S ENDEAVOUR. 


Preaching at the East London Synagogue on Sabbath last, the Rev. LOUIs 
MorRIS, B.A., referred to the efforts that were being made to win back to the 
synagogue the denizens of that part of the metropolis in which the place of wor- 
ship is situated. He took his text from Ezekiel xxxvii, 11, and said: This 
meseage of Ezekiel calls to us across the ages. What meaning has it for us.- It 
means that we, too, if we would not bave our eptbusiasm in and love for things 
Jewieh dry up, must strengthen once again our old attachment to the svnagogne 
“Back to the Temple” was the cry of the Prophet Ezekiel. Dack fo the Synagogue, 
the centre of our activities, is the need of the Jew to-day. As things now are, we 
must concentrate on the synagogue. How has this appeal been answered? It is 
very gratifying to mention that this svpagogue in the heart of one of the most 
deveely populated Jewi-h quarters of London, bas taken the lead in setting on 
foot a scheme which meets what bas been for mavy years

and which still remains a crying need io many other communities. I allude to the 
scheme, referred to in your annual reports. whereby there is set up a system of 
friendly home visitation in the Stepney district. Whilst so many Ezkiels bave 
been and still are portraying dazzling pictures of what Judaism may become or 
should beccme, it is pleasing to be reminded that the Minister who for over twenty- 
five years has been guiding the destinies of this congregation bas squarely faced 
the problem that confronts Jewry to-day, and as far, at least, as this congregation 
is concerned, has begun to solve the perplexing problem of our young men and 
women drifting away from the synagogne. By living on the plane of fact and not 
in the realm of phantasy, he has by his unremitting exertions taken practical 
steps to ensure that the Jewish young of this congested area shall be given a fair 
opportanity to acquire Jewish knowledge, and that they may grow up not strangers 
in God's Houee, but children who rejoice to commune with God in His Honse of 
Habitation. That is the aim and object of the new scheme. Not inducement, 
bat the promptiogs of the beart alone must impel rising Jewry

in the House of Prayer. To this end the echeme aims at our keeping in touch 
particularly with those boys and girls who are about to leave their day school and 
to whom life in its fulness is beginning to unfold itself. The scheme aims, as you 
may koow, at oar linking up the varions organisations that cater for the needs of 
our young men and women with the synagogue. “ Back tothe synagogue! ” is our 
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cry. For what waga necessity in Ezekiel’s time has become surely no less a need 
of first importance for the Jew of to-day, living in Golath. For any single 
individual to have attempted to cope with this vast work was to court failure. 
The work is beyond the power of the most experienced and energetic individual ; 
it really needs a small army of workers to carry it tbrongh with absolute 
efficiency. Hence it was not enrprising to learn that of the 300 homes visited in 
the firat three months quite 200 had never been entered by any spiritual teacher. 
Is there any wonder that

bave hada free band? But thanks to the efforts of your esteemed Minister, we 
are now on the war-path. Since January last we have come into personal touch 
with more than 600 school children and an equal number of adults. Onur 
erdeavour is to attach them, when necessary, to some Jewish centre, whether 
religion class or Jewish club or Jewish girls’ guild. And the synagogne is to be 
the unifying element. We want no more flonndering In this godly work 
Stepney is setting the pace Throughont the whole of the United Kingdom there 
is no other congregation that has such a comprehensive scheme of visitation work. 
Is it needed. do you ask? There are various reasons pointing to the vital necessity 
of such work. Bat let me read you an extract from the letter of a working 
woman to a pumber of religions leaders. She writes :— 

If only you men conld enter more fully into our lives, you would nnderatand onr 
littleness and our greatness. We hear your voices, we see your beckoning hand, bat we 
cannot reach up. Come down: down a little lower, so that, understanding, we may 
hear yon easily.

In the 
same paragraph it is etated the j"? is great U sound and O°71% ie little au sound. 
Again. Prof. J. Gathenthal. of Vienna, rightly translates the word }">? as meaning 
“ concentrate” *'7 NSP, while MMS means “open.” With the German Jews’ 
provunpciations these vowels are properly titled. It might interest your readers to 
know that the Arabic language, which very mach resembles the Hebrew, contaiag 
also these three principal vowels, with the very same titles. The non-Jewish 
scholars mentioned by your correspondent adopting Sephardic pronunciations 
cannot be evidence of its correctness unless they give us proofs and reasons. 
Witbout such I take it they followed the easier. 

On an examination of the Arabic we fiod that in Syria and Egypt, as well 
as other countries, the ordinary speaking is not all correct as we learn in the 
books, and the vowels altered from the originals for convenience and easier 
speakiog. Therefore, I take the opposite view of your correspondent, Mr. Chadwick, 
as to the cause of corrupt pronunciations, namely, that the Sephardic Jews, whose 
majority are Arabic speaking, bave adopted in Hebrew a similar corrupt pronuncia- 
tion asia Arabic, while the German Jews, whose language bears no resemblance, 
have kept the Hebrew in a correct pronunciation and free from corruptions. The 
MT must be pronounced “ th ” as in “thick.” When it is dotted it should be like T in 


| Koglish. [be Arabic similarly differentiates between the two, bat the Arabs in 


Syria and Northera Africa, in ordioary speech, use both like T. The Jews there 
have likewise wrongly dropped the “th” in Hebrew. bat we fiad that Bagdad Jewa 
still keep to the original, differentiating between 1 and? in Hebrew. 


TO THE EDITOR.—From Dr. J. 5. FOX, Hebrew Higher Grade School, Liverpool. 


Sir,—The question of the absolately correct pronunciation of the Hebrew 
language can most probably be traced back to the origin of the language itself, and 
is closely connected with its development. It cannot be solved decisively, for every 
language mast undergo changes both in idiom and pronunciation, dependent upon 
the inflaence of climate and environment. Neither completeness nor scientifi? 
accuracy can be expect:d of any language. How, then, can we expect the same of 
the H-brew language, which lived a nomadic life just as the nation itself? The 
O'ER ‘22 who pronounced M730 instead of N?32% preferred rather to be killed by 
their bretbren than to adopt avother pronunciation. It is farther very difficult, 
avd also qaite futile, to indicate the theory of the origin of ou- old pronunciation, 
but one thing has been demonstrated by numerous arguments, namely, that the 
so-called Ashkenazic pronunciation was in ancient times, as at present, more 
popular and widespread than the Sephardic, whilst, on the other hand it must be 
admitted that the latter is more Oriental both in sound and in accentua- 
tion. It is, therefore, conceivable that the Sephardic pronunciation only 
(which must, however, be cleared of some eirors) should be adopted 
in Palestine, whilst in the Diaspora there is no need to give up the 
traditional Ashkenazic pronunciation. The numerous mistakes, however, which 
spontaneously spread in the latter can, and must, be rectified. In this country 
the Ashkepazic pronunciation is worse than in any other country, but I do not 
think that the Chief Rabbi should be troubled with this matter, as my esteemed 
friend. Mr. J. Jacobs, suggests. It ia the duty of every teacher, nay, every Jew, 
to acquire correct pronunciation. First of all, the accent of mast 
be strictly observed ; the 071% must be pronounced “ob,” as it was pronounced 
even by all our sages in Palestine in the Talmadic era (NY NWO?

IMMIGRATION STATISTICS. 


LARGE REDUCTION IN REJECTIONS. 


According to a White Paper iseued on Tuesday, 95 996 alien paesengers landed 
in the United Kingdom from Ports in Europe and the Mediterranean Sea in the 
first three months of the present year. The total for the corresponding period last 
year was 79558. The comparative particulars with regard to the two periods are 
ne follows, the figures for 1912 beirg shown within bracketa: Cabin, 34 525 
(30 512); exempted second class, 19 579 (17 073); tranemigrante, 29,728 (22,011) ; 
other alien passengers, 12,161 (9962) Eleven hundred and five of tte total 
passengers were proceeding to a destination out+ide the United Kingdom, 1 561, 
beld a return ticket between a foreiga country and this country, 3,276 were 
seamen, and | 379 were residents retarning. 


Two bundred and eighty-eight persons were refused leave to land. In the first 
three months of last year the corresponding figure was 1,527. 


JEWS AND VACCINATION. 


TO THE EDITOR.—From “ H. A. L.” 


SiR,—There is a good deal inthe enquiry, reported in a recent iesne of the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE, by Mr. Jobn Brown, of the Anti-Vaccination League, as to 
whether “the Head of the Ancient Religion takes a Bible view of vaccination.” 


It is to be devoutly hoped that he does, but in view of the general attitude of our 
community towards the question of vaccipation, ope cannot justly charge Mr. 
Brown with baving asked a saperflaous or unnecessary question. 

The tacit, if not active, sapport which vaccinatioa has hitherto received from 
the Jewiab clergy has no donbt greatly puzzled him, and, indeed, it is inexplicable 
tome. Is it not palpable that vaccination is an intensely anti-Jewish practice ? 
If it be not right for us to eat dieeased meat, surely toeulffer diseased animal matter 
to be injected into the healthy bodies of innoceat and defenceless children must be 
to trauegress very deeply indeed the spirit and tatention of our sacred law. 

Dr. Hertz will serve the community well if he will belp it to realise this fact. 
The enlightened and bumane band of men and women who are striving to obtain 
the repeal of the Vaccivation Acts have the right to invoke the assistance of the 
Jewish race in their up-hill fight against ignorance, pre jadice, and vested interests. 
Ioasmach as it is the peculiar teacbing of Judaism tbat health and length of days 
are to be the reward of right living, cleanliness and sanitation, we sball be uptrae 
to ourselves if, at this eleventh hoar, we withhold that assistance. let those who 
doubt this statement examine in the light of the Jewish faith the facts about 
vaccination which the Anti- Vaccination League has indastriously collected.

UNITED SYNAGOGUE. 


THE CHIEF RABBI'S INSTALLATION. 


The last meeting of the present Council of the United Synagogue was held at 
Jews’ College on Wednesday. There were present :—

The Chief Rabbi. 


The CHAIRMAN said that it was his melancholy duty to have to ask the 
Council to pass a vote of condolence with the Chief Rabbi on the death of his 
father. It had, perhaps, cast a clond over Dr. Hertz’s advent to this country, but 
he thought the Chief Rabbi must have been strengthened by the sympathy shown 
him on all sides on his very sad bereavment. 

The vote was carried unanimonsly, the members rising in their places. 

The CHAIRMAN eubmitted a report from the Executive Committee in reference 
to the inetallation of the Chief Rabbi asking the Council to pasa resolutions of 
thanks to the clergy who bad taken pert in the service and to those who bad acted 
as stewards. He eaid that some members of the Council might bave been struck 
by the fact that there was no mention in the report of what had been the most 
notable feature of the service—the very elcquent sermon preached by the Chief 
Rabbi h mself. (Hear, hear) It had seemed to him a little invidions to propose 
a vote of thanks to the Chief Rabbi, bat he bad not known then that there was a 
precedent. He bad before bim a copy of a sermon preached by the Rev. Dr. 
Natban Adler on bis inatallation on the Ssh of Jaly, 1845. The sermon was 
preached in German, and was followed by a prayer in English. The following 
reeolution had been unanimously passed at a meeting of the Great Synagogue held 
at the \estry Chambers on the 14:h of Jaly, Mc. 8S. A. Ellis in the Chair :— 


That this Committee offer their sincere congratniations to the Rev. Dr. Adler: 
Chief Rabbi, on the highly favonrable impression made on the occasion of hia first 
app~-arance in the synagogue; and they respectfully reqnest that be will farnish them 
with a copy of the discourse delivered by him on that occasion, in order that the same 


may be printed and distributed. 

That Mr Van (ven be requested to translate the same into English, with the con- 
currence of Dr. Adler. 

The latter part of the resolution wonld not be necessary on the present 
occasion. (Laughter) If it were desired that the Chief Rabbi's inangural 
addrees sbculd be printed, the sermon was in existence, although Dr. Hertz had 
preached from memory. He thought that many people would like to have copies 
of it. He, therefore, moved a resolution similar in terms, mutatis mutandis, with 
that printéd above. 

Mr. L. M. MYERS seconded the resolution, which was unavimously adopted. 

The resolution of thanks, which was made to include the Choirmaster of the 
Great Sypagogue, was also carried unapimonsly. The CHAIRMAN alluded in 
appreciative terms to the work of the organisers of the service, especially Mr. 
Aibert M. Woolf, Mr. George A. Coben, and Mr. Ornstien. 

The following letter from the Yebidim of the Spanish and Portuguese Syna- 
gogue was read :— 

16th March, 1913. 

GENTLEMEN,—At the annnal meeting of Yehidim of this Congregation held this 
day, 1 have been deputed to convey to you their hearty congratulations on the election 
of the Kev. Dr Joseph Hertz, M.A., as Chief Rabbi of the United Hebrew Congrega- 
tions of the British Empire. The Yehidim join in the general welcome extended to the 
Rev. Dr. Hertz on his arrival! in this country, and also hope that in the eminent position 
he bas been called upon to fill, in succession to the late lamented Dr. Adler, he will seek 


. to preserve the cordial good feeling between our congregations which it was ever the aim 


of the late Chief Rabbi to promote. The Yehidim trust that health and strength will be 
vouchsafed to the Rey. Dr. Hertz to discharge the daties of his high office, and that the 
communits may have the benefit of his ministrations for many years.

The CHAIRMAN said that this was a very gratifying letter, and he felt sure 
that the Council would desire that a reply should be sent thanking the Yehbidim for 
their very courteous letter, and expressing the hope that the very cordial relations 
happily existing between the two Chief Rabbis would be long maintained. (Cheers). 


The Brixton Synagogue. 


The CHAIRMAN submitted a report from the Exeontive Committee, recom- 
mending a farther advance of £650 towards the erection of the Brixton Synagogue. 
He submitted resolutions making provision for the recoupment of this additional 
loan (supplementing an original loau of £1 600), and authorising the Bailding 
Committee to proceed with the erection of the synagogue. The Chairman remarked 
that the people in Brixton had not found it possible to collect the amount they had 
originally agreed to provide. ‘lhe commanity had been largely drawn upon lately 
for various fonds, aud it was useless to hang on for ever. The Executive Com- 
mittee thought they ought to accede to the request for an additional loan. 

Mr. ABRAHAM DAVIs moved the reference back of the report. He said that 
he was a member of the Building Committee, and was, therefore, partly responsi- 
ble for the proposals as to the building of the synagogue, but he saw no merit in 
being consistent if he realised thata mistake had been made. He complained 
that only one estimate bad been obtained. 

After some discussion, Mr. A. SOLOMON moved the redaction of the amount 
by £10, to draw attention to the fact that only one estimate had been obtained. 

Mr. L. D. COHEN seconded the amendment. 

After further discusslon, the CHAIRMAN, who thanked Mr. Solomon for raisiog 
the matter, said that the case could be met by a proviso that the Building Com- 
mittee be asked to go into the matter before proceeding. 


Mr. SOLOMON agreed to this course. The resolutions were then carried with 
the proviso suggested by the Chairman.

Ministers’ Salaries. 


The Executive Committee recommended that permission be given to the St’ 
Jobn’s Wood Synagogue to proceed to the election of a Minister and Reader at a 
commencing salary of £4100 a year. 

_ Mr. J PRaAG moved the postponement of the matter in order to draw atten- 
tion to the salaries paid to the Ministers of other synagogues. 

The CHAIRMAN said that such a motion was ont of order. 

Mr. PRAG thereupon moved an amendment to reduce the amount to £250. 

The motion was not seconded, and the recommendation of the Executive 
Committee was adopted. 


Miscellaneous. 
The Council authorised a loan to the St. John’s Wood Synagogue for internal 


alterations, iavolving the provision of thirty extra seats. Is also approved of the 
proposed sale of the Minister’s House, which is no longer suitable for the purpose. 


JEWISH BOARD OF GUARDIANS.—The May meeting of the Board will be 
held on Monday, the 19th, and not as usual on the second Monday in the month. 


OBITUARY. 


-— 


ABRAMOVITCH.—The famous aviator, M. Abramovitch (a grandson o/ 
Mendele Mocher-Sephorim), met, on Thursday, April 24th, with a fatal accident 
near Berlin. He ascended, together with his pupil, the Russian Princes: 
Shakoffsky, on a Wright biplane, when the Princess, who was steering, gave the 
aeroplane too mach upward iaclination, with the result that it capsized and fei! 
from a height of twenty-five feet. Abramovitch sustained concussion of the brain. 
which proved fatal. Abramovitch was one of the most skilfal, experienced, an: 
daring of the German-trained fliers. His most remarkable accomplishment was 
a fight from Berlin toSt. Petersburg He was the first to undertake the aeria! 
post in Germany, and made his first journey as “ postman ” carrying a load of 
35,000 poetcards. 


CROWN.—Mr. Henry Crown died at his residence, 113, Cannon Street Road. 
Whiteobapel, last Sabbath. Since he came to Eogland in the year 1855, Mr. 
Crown had taken an active share in East End communal work. Aa far back as 
1860. in conjanction with the late Mr. 8. Apfel, of Bevis Marks (a respected 
member of the Great Synagogue) he founded the Chevra Bikar Cholim, which 
grew in course of time, and eventually amalgamated with the Fieldgate Stree: 
Synagogue. Mr. Crown was Warden for an unbroken period of thirty-eight years, 
and on three occasions his services were requited with presentations, namely, a 
silver snoff-box, a pair of silver candlesticks, and an address. There was a lary: 
gatbering, including representatives of the bodies with which Mr. Crown was 
connected, at the funeral on Sanday. One of his sons, Mr. Z. Crown, was a 
founder of the Walthamstow and Leyton Congregation. 


HYAMS.—The death took place, on the 26th of April, of Mr 
Louis Hyams, of Glenmore, Shoot-ap-Hill. Mr. Hyams, who was in his 6th 
year, was formerly a resident of Birmingham, and was there instramental in the 
formation of the local branch of the Anglo-Jewish Association. Mr. Hyams for 
many years made it a practice to visit the poor aad to distribate help tothem. He» 
had been a member of the Hampstead Synagogae for the past twenty years. The 
faneral, on Sunday last, was conducted at Willesden by the Rev. A. A. Green. 


KAUFFMANN.—The late Mr. Bernbard Kaaffmann, of Goodge Street, wh: 
passed away recently at the age of seventy-three, was a well-kaown figure in 
charitable circles in the west central district. He was an ardent Freemason 
baving fiiled the offices of P. M. of the Kiog’s Cross Lodga, L. R., and M. E. 7. 
He served nine stewardships for the charitable institations and his collections on 
each occasion were notably large. He was a member of the League of Mercy and 
received the Order of the League at the hands of Princess Alexander of Teck. Mr. 
Kaoffmann was also one of the founders of the Universal Bread, Meat, and Coa! 
Society. Much sympathy was shown at the funeral when representatives of the 
above named inatitations and local associations atteaded and sent wreaths. 
Dsceased was one of the oldest members of the Central Synagogue, the Ministers 
of which « fficiated at the funeral. 


KEESING.—Mr. Ralph Keesing, an Auckland (New Zesland) pioneer citizen. 
died on March 14th, at the age of eighty-two. He arrived in Auckland witb bie 
parents in 1842, and starting in basiness at a very early age, be retired with a com 
petency in the seventies. Passing through the many vicissitudes and troubles to 
which pioneer colonists were sabjected, he was prominent in forwarding many 
matters in connection with the welfare of the community, and in assisting in the 
foundation of various institutions and commeroial enterprises in our midst. He 
was one of the founders of the first Jewish Svnagogue in Aanckland, and was for 
many years an earnest worker in all matters affecting the Jewish community.

— 
THE MOVEMENT IN CANADA. 


[From our Montreal Correspondent. ] 


Herr Nahum Sokolow is to be the guest of Canadian Zionist Federation for 
two weeks, beginning May l6:h. He will be tendered receptions in Montreal, 
Ottawa, Toronto and Winnipeg. 

A new Zionist Society, the “Ohavé Zion” has been fonnded in London 
(Ontario), consequent on the activity of Dr. John Shayne and the Rev. J. 5. Minkin, 
of Hamilton.

Formerly it was customary to hold the exhibition in connection with 
the annual display, but it bas lately been thought advisable to make the exbibi- 
tion a separate fonction. It included every kind of work taught in the Club, 
which is an evening school under the London County Council. Dresemaking, 
art-needlework, modelling, cookery, to mention only a few of the sections, were 
represented by attractively arranged stalls, but the exbibit that attracted most 
attention was a doll tableau illustrating nursery rhymes. The tableau was 
designed by Mies C. Lewis and the dolls dressed by Miss L. Fersht. The tableau 
was the work of several weeks and was exceedingly pretty.

“Children of the Ghetto.” 


Br ONE OF THEM... 
PC 


The publication of the suffragiet pamphlets in Yiddish for the benefit of voters 
in the Whitechapel by-election was more or lees inevitable. Such a hopeless waste 
of literatare! It is a pity these ladies—militant and non-militant alike—conld oot 
be made to realise that the Ghetto was not the least bit interested in the franchise. 
There are, it is true, a few “ intellectuals” who follow the progress of the move 
ment fairly closely, as do the more enthusiastic of ovr sisters who air their views 
at literary society debates. [6 1t, all in all, the women’s vote question is carirr, 
to the dweller within the Ghetto. One Yiddish pamphiet brought forth 
another by way of counterblast, but nobody really cared very much. Life is ao 
strenuous a thing in these parts, so brimfal of continuous struggle to keep going, 
that it calls for something far less nebulous to arouse our poorer folk to interest 
and action. 


Few of those of our jaded brothers and sisters who have journeyed to Marvate 
in search of bealth are aware that hard by that famous resort there may be fonnd 
one of the tiniest and most beautiful synagogues of its kind. This miniatare Bethe! 
was erected by Mr. Hermann Meyer on his estate at Westgate-on-Sen, and ica 
building, replete in all its appurtenances, of which any man might be prond. Mr. 
Meyer is his own Chazan—a very efficient one at that—and the writer observed on 
a recent visit that the Sephardic melodies are sung in preference to the mora 
familiar tunes of the Ashkenazim. The service is simple, and, for that very 
reason, reverent and thoaght-compelling. Mr. Meyer is, of course, the prime 
mover in the scheme to erect a synagogue at Margate. 


In converration with the Rev. 5S. Foglenest, I gathered that the need of a 
place of worship was emphasised by the fact that there are about a conple 
of hundred Jewish children at the schools and colleges in the town ‘or 
whom alone & synagogue is @ prime necessity. The scheme deserves to co 
forward rapidly, and it would be a splendid idea if the Jewish boarding 
house proprietors approved of subscription lists or donation boxes in anticipation of 
the inflax of visitors during the summer days. Really, the Margate Corporation 
should help the project, seeing that numbers of would-be visitors to Margate pitch 
their tents in the sister town, for the very reason that it is the happy possesscr 
of a s/:ool of its own. 

Somebody has been writing to thie journal about provincial Chazanim engaged 
in canvassing for the sale of kosher wines. Nothing surprising in that! For 
years past this has been going on in our midst, a sure sign that there are at least 
some of our Chazanim who are badly paid indeed. Of course, the fact that the 
wares are kosber eliminates from the ciroumstance a great deal of its ating. We 
should, for example, object to a badly paid Minister peddling b ote in his spare 
moments, or offering Tsitsith from door to door. Yet the writer has known of 
more than one Chazan who served in his shop when off communal duty, and who 
weighed up the sugar as conscientiously as he doled out the daily epiritnual fare. 
These thingsare not very pleasant to read of, 'tis trae, bat, after all, man mast 
live, and if little congregations will maintaiao their insularity at al! costs and waive 
the advantages of amalgamation it is clear that they cannot afford to provide their 
Chazan with a decent living wage. 


Have you ever seen a Yiddish-American negro? We should much like to 
meet this ethnological curiosity. Mr. W. R. Titterton has, thongh. At least, 
that is the impression conveyed by his observations upon that horrible craze that 
goes by the name of ragtime. The article declares it to be abominable that the 
craze should bave spread with such persistence that “large numbers of Eaglish 
men should roar with the voice and move with the gestures of a Yiddish-American 
negro.” Everybody will agree with Mr. Titterton in his condemnation of this 
silly craze, but why drag in the Yiddish-American negro? Who is he, and what’? 

Why the first ‘* Chometz” meal should comprise bread and cheese and spring 
onions has always puzzied the writer from childhood upwards. And I think the 
recording angel must have a special ledger for bakers who bake for the post- Passover 
trade, and who cannot possibly get the bread out ia time without keeping their 
ovens busy before Passover has ended. It is a quaint point. 

The Home Secretary has assured a deputation of the Trades Unions that it 
ig impossible to prohibit the carrying out of the tailoring industry in dwelling 
houses, a departare that would, of course, seriously interfere with bhome-working. 
The trade is very angry indeed at Mr. McKenna’s attitude. One journal cannot 
understand why the Home Secretary, who, as far as social legislation is concerned, 
is popularly supposed to be ahead of the times, “should be so emphatic as to the 
impossibility of prohibiting home working.” That it will be abolished, sooner or 
later, is their considered opinion. The sweeping away of home working and the 
institution of workshops—co-operative or otherwise—woald be a fine thing for the 
health and economic position of the workers as a whole. 


How many of the tailors’ “ workshops” are jast workshops by courtesy, part 
and parcel of the master’s home? Yet by some means or tbe other they manage 
to pass muster, notwithstanding that the hygienic conditions under which the 
workers are employed leave much to be desired. Oae journeyman tailor was te!! 
ing me quite recently of his experiences in an underground workshop, with ‘ts 
noisome odours, its dampoess, and the gas throughout the livelong day. | asked 
bim what the Factory luspector could be thinking about that such “ establish 
ments ” should be passed unnoticed. “The Factory Inspector,” he replied, “ does 
not come, and if one of us were to put the authorities on our employer's track, !t 
might mean the loss of our job.” And then I think of the irony of that sentence 


which we uttered not so long ago: “ For we were slaves in Egypt.” The bondage 
of some is far from ended. 


Speaking of the tailoring trade, I noticed the following quaint sign ina Jewish 
tailor’s window in Poplar: “Have your clothes made by the maker!” Oar 
clothes, we hope, are “made by the maker,” but one fears that in the case of the 
“ summer suit complete, 14s. 64.,” the article is blown together rather than created 


by any other process. But Poplar does not worry itself about grammatical 
biceties.

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JEWISH BAKERS’ STRIKE IN EAST LONDON. 


POSSIBLE INCREASE IN PRICE OF BREAD. 


[Special to the Jewish Chronicle.’’} 


The threatened rupture between masters and men has now become an accom. 
pliched fact, and despite a considerable amount of negotiation between the 
two parties from 250 to 300 men are now on strike. It is stated that, 
altogether, between 4.000 to 5,000 men are prepared to support the movement. 
Brietly put, the demand of the strikers is for a minimum wageand shorter houra. As 
usual in these disputes, however, there are a number of side issues which complicate 
the situation. For example, the men demand in their “ultimatum” to the masters 
that ‘‘ oaly bona fide trade union men b: employed.” What, however, they really 
desire, is that only men of their own Union, the London Jewish Bakers’, ehould 
be employed. Farther, the men desire that the Trade Union Label be used on all 
bread. ‘This is, as far as possible, done at present, but some customers object to 
these labels, and it is impossible for the masters to comply unless they are pre- 
pared to lose customers. 

The chief obstacles to peace, however, are the demand for a nine 
hours’ day—instead of the twelve as at present—with one hour for 
dinner; @® minimum wage of 323. for third and fourth hands: that in 
an underground bakehouse they shall not be compelled to carry up 
the boxes of bread; snd that jobbers should receive 9d. and fancy bread 
bakers Is. per hour. With regard to the firet demand, the master® are ready to 
give way to 11 hours per day, and as the latest hand-bills issued by the men put 
their time at tem hours, the chief difficulty resolves itself into a question of a 
difference of one hour. It is, however, pointed out by the masters that, unlike 
Gentile bakers, among whom tbere is very little fancy work and the men can go right 
through their work, in the Jewish bakehouse there is a considerable amount of 
time which must be wasted while the men wait for the brown bread, which 
takes longer in rising, as well as for the fancy bread to be made up. There 
is in addition (as in all other bakeries) a certain amount of time lost in 
waiting for the ovens to get hotter or cooler, asthe case may be. Altogether the 
masters consider that, at the very least, one hour is lost per diem, and were they 
to concede the nine hours as wellas the dinner hour they would, they allege, 
only receive altogether seven hours’ work. 

It is also pointed out that in addition to the pay each man gets a «uartern or 
a uartern-and-a-balf of bread per day, as weil as a quartern of flour every 
week, that they are also paid for holidays, and do not work more than six days per 
week. All this makes it very difficult for the small employer to make any 
farther concessions, if he desires to make a profit, and if the strike succeeds 
there will be no option for the masters but to put another penny or three- 
balfpence on each quartern. Obviously the majority of the pablic (to whom this 
is a most important matter) would refose to pay more toa Jewish than to a Gentile 
baker, with the result, it is submitted by the masters, that their trade would be 
lost and tbe last position of the men wceuld be wosse than the first. Indeed, one 
baker who has conceded the demand has already increased bis prices. 

The mastere are also prepared to concede the 32s. minimam to third and 
fourth bands, but they assert that it is impossible for them to relieve the men of 
the duty of carrying the bread upstairs from underground bakehouses, as it would 
mean the employment of an extra man for that purpose only. As to the 9d. per 
bour for jobbers and Is. for fancy bakers, the masters are willing to pay the same 
rates per amount as other London (non-Jewish) Unions, otherwise they cannot 
‘they say) check the amount of work done. 

It may be added that as far as the representative of the JEWISH CHRONICLE 
could gather, after taking into consideration all the circumstances, the posiiion cf 
the Jewish baker compares fairly favourably with his Gentile con/rére, although 
the conditions were far worse until three years ago, when the Board of Trade 
arbitrated in a situation similar to the present. The award of the Arbitrator, 
by the way, does not expire until July next. 

Both sides seem quite determined not to give way, but the men’s Unionisa 
rather stropg one, and as there has been a certain amount of disloyalty by some of 
the masters, who, to capture their rivals’ trade, have given way to the men, it is 
higbly probable that the result will ultimately be favourable to the men. 

The usnal picketing is, of course, being carried on; it is of a perfectly peace- 
ful kind. Perbaps the most energetic ** picket,” however, was to be found in Old 
Montague Street, where a young lady, unconnected in any way with the men, has 
shown her sympathy for the workers by attempting to diseuade the ladies of the 
neighbourhood from entering one of the affected bakers’ shops. 

With regard to the special room for the men to changectheir clothes, it is 
pointed ont that one of the L.C.C. bye-laws regulates such accommodation in 
bakehouses, and that therefore the conditions cannot be as unsatisfactory as the 
men suggest. 


DR, HERTZ AND THE STUDY OF HEBREW.

INITIATION SOCIETY. 


PROGRESS OF THE EDUCATIONAL WORK. 


LORD SWAYTHLING, the President and Treasurer, occupied the Chair at the 
Anpual Meeting of the Laitiation Society, which was held at the Beth Hamedras). 
Mulberry Street, last Wednesday. 

Ia moving the adoption of the financial statement and report, the Chairman 
eaid that as the result of the year’s work the balaoce sheet showed @ net loss of 
£35, @ most unsatisfactory state of affairs for a small society such as theirs. The 
amount received in subscriptions was totally inadequate to meet the demands 
made upon the Society, and*had it not been for a number of special donations 
the Society would have found itself fiaancially in an noenviable position. Perhaps 
the poorness of the subscriptions could be accounted for in the fact that the 
Society did not snfficiently advertise itself, but notwithstanding this, 
increased evidence was constantly forthcoming of the manner in which 
its work was being appreciated. It was a matter of congratulation 
to the Jewish community that at the present moment, when, 
he was sorry to say, there were considerable signs of ill-feeling Against 
them, nobody had been able to quarrel with the Society in regauiat. 
ing the ceremony of Milah. The importance of this fact at the present time, 
when, for instance, attacks were being made against Shecbita, could not be under 
rated. Their clean slate showed that they did not lightly treat the responsibilities 
which the community had placed upon them. The Society had been instramen ta) 
in supplying the commanity both in this country and the colonies with qnalified 
Mohelim, while the poor were indebted to it for the added comforts it was able 
to bestow in certain cares. He desired to appeal to the commuaity generally 
not to engage Mohelim whose names did not figure on the registers of the Society, 
while he warned the public of the grave dangers they were encountering in engay 
ing men who did not hold the certificate of the medical board. The Socer, 
charged nothing for instructing would-be Mohelim; consequently there was no 
excuse for any parent to call in any bat «qualified men to perform the Abrahamic 
rite 


DAYAN A. FELDMAN, in seconding the motion, said that the Society had 
maintained its position as a charitable institation by providing pecuniary assistance 
and benefits in kind in a large number of cases, while it continued to make great 
progressas an edacational agency by he!ping qualified men to keep abreast of the times 
as regards ecientifis requirements, and by belping new men to qualifyas Mohelim. Io 
appealing 'o the community he would emphasise the educational side of the Society 's 
work. This was an age when the principle of ‘infant care” appealed most strongly 
to the public mind and the public conscience, and this principle of infant care 
was guarded most sacredly by the Initiation Society in the excellent provision it 
bad made and continued to make. Again, at the present moment, when there was 
@ growing tendency in the outside world to soratinizs in the limelight of criticiem 
Jewish metbodsin common with Jewish beliefs and rites, an institation sach as theirs 
which tended to disarm all postible criticism deserved well of the members of 
the community who beld dear the sacred rites and observances that bad pre 
served them throughout the eM It occarred to him that it would’ be a good 
thing if the Society could arrange occasional conferences of Mohelim for the inter 
change of views on certain matters. 

The Rev. P. WOLFERS supported the motion which, after a few remarks by 
Dr. J. |. JAFFE and Dr. J. SNOWMAN, was carried. 

It was decided to continue the amounts given to each recipient of the benefite 
of the Society for the ensuing year, i.e., 15s. during one part of the year and 
108. 6d. during another. 

The hon. officers and committee were re-elected with the addition of the 
Rev. P. Wolfers. 

Thanks were accorded the Medical Board and the Auditors who were also 
re-elected. 


The annnal report opens with a sympathetic reference to the death of the Rey, 
M. A. Epstein, who was for very many years a member of the Comm ttee. During the 
last few years there has been a notable increase of circumcisions performed in pablic 
Institutions, continnes the report. These amounted to 71 in the past year, 
and as & consequence the number of monetary benefite expended has decreased. 
The actual amount of work performed, however, maintains its average. The 
tntorial work of the Society has now developed into one of its most important 
duties. The Ecclesiastical Authorities sre always urging noregistered Mohelim in the 
provinces to qualify for registratiom. ‘The Initiation Society is the sole antbority which 
undertakes the work of teaching the surgery and ritnal of circamcision, and a large and 
increasing pnmber of Jewish congregations, not only in this country, butalso thronghout 
the British Empire, is indebted to it for furnishing them with competent Mohelim. It 
is not too much to say that the Mobelim who now become cerufied carry out their 
operations in a manner which testifies that the Society fally ay vg ite position as a 
teaching body. During the past year the Medical (fficer bas had fifteen pupils under 
tuition. Eight of those have been registered, having completed their course, three of 
whom, however, had already practised as Mohbelim. There is every prospect 
that in course of time all practising Mohelim will have made themselves pro- 
ficient in antiseptic methods and be entitled to registration. The Society aims 
at maintaining the efficiency of the Mohelim at a high level, and for this 
urpose the Medical Officer conducts a systematic inspection of operations per- 
Comal by all Mohelim on the register. The Society publishes and distributes a 
register of all Mohelim who have signed an undertaking to operate in accordance with 
tht laws of Milah and the iastractions of the Medical Board, and the report expre-ses the 
hoje that only those will be engaged whose names are on this register. It is to be 
regretted, proceeds the report, that the community as a whole continues to remain 
oblivious of the indispensable work carried on by the Initiation Society. In addition to 
the actual pecuniary assistance afforded by the bounty, the inestimable advantage of 
nursing aid is provided for all the cases undertaken. This comparatively new departure, 
which experience has shown to be absolutely necessary, enables the Society to devote 
more attention to the infants who come under its care.

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R. ZANGWILL AND THE FUTURE OF THE JEW. 
C. LANDSTONE, 35, 


To THE EpDIToR.—From Mr. 
Maswell Hill, N. 


Str,—In your very able comments on Mr. Zangwill’s speech you very rightly 
say that it is a little bewildering. If it is bewildering to those who only read the 
speech, and are able to look at the end before they properly pasa the beginning, 
bow much more so was it to those of ur, keen followers of the Ito movement, 
present at the meeting. Thiok how more than bewildering it was. to be foran hour 
regaled by an oratorical flow from our leader in the course of which he repeatedly 
dins into our ears that the cause he stands for is no longer an actual necessity ; 
and then, when gasping for breath (we, the audience, not Mr. Zangwill), to bave 
placed before us @ pew Itoism, in place of the broken Hompty Dampty; a new 
Hampty Dumpty, sborn of all its brilliance and all its enthusiasms—in short a 
very nopalatable egg. 

There is one criticism which must spring to the mind atonce. If as Mr. 
Zavgwill soggeste the need for Itoism is no longer an actual one, only a epiritaal 
one, then all the elaborate arguments against Zionism fall to the gronnd; for where 
could there be a better country for a spiritual Itoism than in Palestine—the land 
which has for the Jew such tender recollections and enblime associations. 

Ooe startling statement made by the speaker was, that the Jewish 
immigrant will go nowhere bat to America. If this were #0, then we might 
as well drop our dream of Itoism at once. Bot Mr. Zangwill bimeelf at a 
later stage contradicted it by reading a letter from Jewa in Russia aeking 
where Itoland was. But in the light of bis first statement Mr. Zangwill did not 
explain whether he regards fifty families froma Russian town as snfficient to 
form acolony and whether it is fair to regard that colony as the nuc'eus of a nation, 
simply becanse Dr. Gaster bappens to bave a large family. Perbaps the most 
distarbing remark was that “Tbe Jews In Palestine are Arabs and the Jews in 
New York talk Yiddish with a twang.” Now this is a very curious statement to 
be made by a man who d-sires to be the leader of anew Itoism. Becanae, aay 
the Ito, acquire land in Hondaras, with this fataliem, with euch evident belief in 
the inevitable assimilation of the Jew to his environment, di-playing as it does so 
little trast in the will-power and tenacity of his p».ple, how on earth is Mr. 
Zangwill goiog to prevent the settlers from becoming Hondurasians ? 

It would be a petty mind, indeed, that would suggest that there is any incon. 
sistency between Mr. Zangwill’s latest speech and his former views. Sach a 
speech was the only possible result of the natural expansion of a broad mind ever 
ready to receive, and ever open to new ideas. The only bitter reflection is that, at 
such a rate of expansion, it cannot.be long before he realises how parrowminded 
was his lecture. For he must soon reach the limit of broadmindedness 
when it becomes apparent tbat nationality ia itself the acme of narrowminded- 
ness. He prides himself on his broadmindednees, but, after all, a broad mind is 
the one thing inadmissible in practical politics. A broadminded philosopher euch 
as Lord Rosebery is an ineffective politician. Frenzied partisans such as Lloyd 
George or Chamberlain, filled with the rectitade of their cause, scorning all 
criticism, however trae, carry all before them. 

Nationality being in itself narrowmindedoe3s can only be supported by narrow 
tactics. The strength of a nation’s soul most lie ib its blindness; in its impervi- 
ousness to all outward signs, and in its determination that come what will, it sball 
and must succeed. Therein lies the only salvation of the Jew; in a dogged 
determioation not to recognise the forces of assimilation that are crushing him; 
and with a blind belief in himself, to create a Jewish atmosphere that will rise 
trinmphant over his enemies. 

Otherwise there is nothing before us bat extinction—unless there come a 
renaissance in the kindly form of some modern Napoleon who will rebuild the 
walls of the Ghetto, which his predecessor destroyed a century ago.

CONCERTS OF THE WEEK, 


Concert-goers have had an exceptionally busy week, and from so many recitals 
of note it is difficult to make a choice. Reappearances are, perhaps, always 
interesting, as tendiog to show the influence of time upon the executant. In such 
a category falls, therefore, the pianoforte recital given by Mr. Thomas Percival 
Fielden, at Bechstein Hall, on Wedoesday week. In the two years that have 
elapsed since his first appearance, Mr. Fielden has certainly added to his technical 
command of the key-board. His clearness of execution and vigour of attack were 
amply displayed in Liszt's “ Fantasia aprés ane Lecture de Dante.” Ino the heavier 
works of Beethoven's C sbarp minor Sonata and Chopin's Sonata in B flat, his 
interpretation lacked somewhat in emotional power and mobility of expression, 
but a little group of French pieces by Debussy, Ravel, and Chabrier were 
rendered with appropriate delicacy and fi .ish, and met with well-deserved applause. 

In the evening, the same hall was held by Miss Richenda Clayton for a vocal 
recital. Ia a widely diverse programme, which included songs by Schubert, 
Tehaikowsky, and Handel, as well ag an Eaglish and Italian group, Miss Clayton 
proved her possession of a good mezz) soprano voice, and undoubted masical 
temperament; bat better effects conld be obtained with the povers at ber 
command, by clearer enunciation, especially in German songs. She was ably 
accompavied by Mr. Adolf Manon, whose song, “Golden Rowan,” admirably 
rendered by Miss Clayton, was warmly received. 

Wednesday being St. George’s Day, there was a touch of patriotic colour 
about Mr. Clay Thomas's prosramme of British ballads at bis recital at >lian 
Hall. Mr. Thomas's voice was well suited to his songs, and the clearness of 
articulation lent particnlar charm and sincerity to them. In the group of Welsh 
songs, Miss Evelyn Styles proved hers-lf an able accompanist on the harp, while 
variety was lent by the pianoforte solos of Miss Vadiaoe Satherland. 

A new work was introdaced to London oconoert-goers yesterday week by Mr. 
Paul Kochanski, Mr. Hamilton Harty, and Mrs Swinton at their joint recital at 
Bechstein Hall. This, a sonata in D minor, for violin and piano, by Karol 
Szmavowski, proved pleasant, and differed widely from much of the modern masic 
by its unusually melodious character. It was played with unerring skill and 
sincerity by Mr. Hamilton Harty, and Mr. Kochanski, whose purity of tone was 
even more apparent than in other numbers. Mrs. Swiaton contributed songs by 
Schubert with charm and delicacy of expression. 

Oue of the most interest interesting concerts of the week was the initial 
performance of the Professional Masicians’ Debit Society on Friday at A‘olian 
Hall. Though many of the budding artists have hardly reached the stage of 
excellence reqaired for public performances, all showed promise, particularly Miss 
Hilda King, who played the barp. The futnre arrangements of this organisation 
will be looked forward to with no little interest. 

Mr. Frederick Lamond’s pianoforte recital at Bechstein Hall, on Saturday, 
attracted a large gathering. Mr Lamond is practically bevond criticism, and his 
renderiog of such works as Beethoven's Pastorale Sonata (Op 28), and the familiar 
Waldstein Sonata (Op 53), was marked by an exquisite wealth of feeling, while 
one could bardly conceive a finer interpretation of Chopin's B flat sonata, in which 
the funeral march was a veritable triumph of artistry. 

A vocal recital was also given on the same afternoon by Madame Mervyl, 
whose short, bat well-contrasted programms, ably displayed a voice of good tonal 
quality. Particnlarly pleasing was her rendering of “ Depuis le Jour” (Louize) by 
Charpentier. Miss Dadioe Satherland contributed pianoforte solos, notably List’s 
Polonaise in E, with pellacid clearoess and attack. 

A large audience assembled at Bechstein Hall on Tuesday to listen Mr. Felix 
Salmond’s violoncello recital, andthe fact that the majority remained until the end 
speake greatly for the beauty of his playing. Ino Brahms’ sonata in E minor Op. 
38), Mr. Salmond displayed a more than ordinary technique coupled witha breadth 
of phrasing that made his interpretation, especially of the first movement, 
undeniably enjoyable. His nataral warmth of tone was also shown to advantage 
in a little group of pieces by Popper and Faure, and notabiein an Aria of Matheson 


(1681-1764). Tchaikowsky'’s “ Variations sur un Theme Rococo,” brought the 
recital to its conclusion. Mr. G. O'’Connor-Morris proved himself a capable 
accompanist. 


It is not often that “ lond langhter” is heard in a classical concert room, but 
when Mr.-Percy French and Mr. Sterndale Bennett occupy the stage the result is 
inevitable. Taeir matinées at Steinway Hail, commencing oa Moaday, in which 
they demonstrated the bumours of art and masic, were cartaialy as artistic as they 
were saccessful. Mr. Freach’s ideas of a mujical comedy in the making are both 
clever and inimitable, while in Mr. Sterndale Bennett he has sach masical assis- 
tance as should make the partnership an ideal one. 


SOME THEATRICAL NOTES. 


‘THE CHAPERON” AT THE STRAND.—The original farce in three acts, 
which Mr. Louis Meyer presented at the Strand Theatre for the first time last 
week, was written by Mr. Jocelyn Brandon, and Mr. Frederick Arthur. If 
the plot when analysed by cold, calcalating reason appears remote, if not far- 
fetched, it bas at least the undoubted faculty of forming the basis of a play which 
evokes constant /aughter and merriment in thore who witness it. The main point 
of the story rests upon the brilliant idea of a restaurateur to provide chaperons for 
his lady customers, who desire to dine with his male clients without having between 
them the relationship bonds which society convention demands as essential to the 
purpose. Thus, when Christopher Pottinger, M.P. (Mr. E Dagoall) desires to 
dine with Rosamund Gaythorne of the Elysian Theatre (Miss Ervhel Dane) at the 
Restaurant Royal, the proprietor, Paul Kominski (Mr. Edward Irwiv), finding his 
usual chaperon “ invalided ” through previous “ chaperoniog,” which meant dining 
not wisely but too well, he invokes the services of a customer, Hilary Chester 
(Mr. Cyril Keightley). Hilary, adopting the name of Jones, he and Miss Gay- 
thorae become Mr. and Mrs. Jones, and the rest of the play is involved in the con- 
sequent medley and confusion which result from an encounter between Mr. Pottin- 
ger, Mrs. Pottinger, and other relatives, and Miss Gaytborne and her fiancé. 
The acting througbout the ‘ Chaperon,” which bids fair to be a worthy successor 
to the “Glad Eye,” is extremely clever. Miss Dane made much of the part of 
Rosamond Gaythorne, Mr. Cyril Keightley lent splendid swing to the part of 
Hilary Chester, and Ada King was absolutely an acquisition to the part of the 
aggressive spinster sister. It is as well to be among the early comers to the Strand 
Theatre, otherwise there is a danger of missing the “ Quaints” in Deir exceedingly 
pretty and clever Pierrotland entertainment. The dancing of Miss Dorothy 
Frostick, and the singing of Messrs. Salisbury and Butcher are especially deserving 
of mention. 

Mr. Frederick Harrison will not need a new play at the Haymarket Theatre 
fora long time to come, for Herr Melchior Lengyel’s ‘‘ Typhoon,” adapted and 
prodaced by Mr. Laurence Irving, is meeting with great success at this beautifully 
redecorated theatre. Mr. Irving, himself, gives a wonderful impersonation of 
Dr. Takeramo, who is entrusted with a secret mission, in which be is helped by 
the rest of the Japanese colony in Paris.

AUNTIE'S CHAT. 


One of the most fascinating branches of what is 
known as folk-lore (the study of popular customs, etc.) 
‘a that which deals with sayings and proverbs, and I 
have dlways been interested in those of our own people, 
You may remember that I have from time to time told 
you about some of these sayings, and I thought I would 
devote my tbis week's Chat to giving you some of the 
sayings tbat have clustered round our fasts and feasts 
as they occar throughout the year. 


Purim. 


The first festival in the year is Purim, and come 
curious sayings are current concerning it. “ Twilight 
on Parim,” says one proverb, “means pitch darkness 
on Pesach.” This implies that whoever is too poor to 
pay for enjoyment on Purim will still less be able to 
afford the expensive fare of Passover. Another saying 
pats the gey festival in a more cheerfal light: “ Purim 
drives dall care away.” “A bad Purim,” say? another, 
“ means @ good Shushan-Parim.” This relates to the 
poor who are kept busy collecting alms on Purim itself, 
but are able to enjoy themselves 0D the following day- 
“ After a Parim meal,” another proverb runs, “no dog 
goes hungry.” There ig such abundance provided on 
Purim that the dogs get plenty of “ leavings.” “On 
Purim,” another saying has it, “no one says thank 
you.” On Parim we are commanded to give alms to 
the poor, so they do not consider they are under any 
obligation when they receive the bounty of their well-to- 
do coreligionists. 


Pesach. 


Passover, too, has & host of proverbs. “ Passover,” 
we are told, “is & costly but & clean Yomtov.” Anyone 
who pretends to be very clever is mockingly referred to 
as A Chochom from the Manishtans reference to 
the wise son in the Haggedah. If anyone brings into & 
discussion something that 18 irrelevant he may be asked 
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
